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SENATOR DANIEL DOESN'T WANT TO 


TAKE IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


Virginian Speaks for Three Hours and a Half in Favor of the 
Vest Resolution, 


OPPOSES COLONIAL POLICY 


He Declares That We Should Put Qur- 
selves on Record at Once, 


PEACE TREATY FINDS OPPOSITION 


Democrat Says We Have No Need for 
the Archipelago and That Its An- 
nexation Will Mark the Be- 
ginning of Our Down- | 
fall. 


Washington, February 3.—For more than 
five hovfrs today the senate listened to 
arguments in opposition to expansion and 
in opposition to the ratification of the 


treaty of peace. 

The speakers were Mr. Money, of Mis- 
sissippi, and Mr. Daniel, of Virginia. The 
former’s address was comparatively brief, 
as he did not enter into the constitut-.onal 
phases of the question. 

Mr. Daniel made an exhaustive 
ment, in which he covered all the points 
in controversy. His speech was a brilliant 
oratorical effort. Throughout he received 
the careful attention of senators and many 
aud'tors in the galleries, and at its conclu- 
sion he was appiauded warmly. 

Mr. Hale, chairman of the naval affairs 
committee, favorably reported the follow- 
ing joint resolution, and it was adopted: 


That the secretary of the navy is here- 
by authorized to have erected in the 
Colon cemetery at Havana, Cuba, a4 
suitable granite monument to the mem- 
ory of the sailors and marines who lost 
their lives by the explosion of the 
Unite@ States steamship Maine, in the 
harbor of Havana, on the lith day of 
February, 1898, and whose remains are 
buried in that cemetery, and to suitably 
inscribe and inclose such monument, 
and the sum of $10,000 is appropriated 


for this purpose. 

Mr. Harris, of Kansas, offered the fol- 
lowing» resolution, which he asked might 
lie on the table: : : 

“The United States hereby disclaim any 
disposition or intention to exercise pers | 
manent sovereignty, jurisdiction or control 
over the Philippine islands, and assert 
their determination, when a stable and in- 
dependent government shall have _ been 
erected therein entitled? to recognition, to 
the transfer of said government, upon terms 
which shall be reasonable and just. all 
rights seCbred under the cession by Spain 
and to thereupon’ leave the government 
and control of the islands to their peo- 
ple.” 

Money, of Mississippi, Speaks. 

Mr. Money, in accordance with a previous 
notice, began a discussion of the expansion 
problem. He desired, he said, to make cer- 
tain concessions in beginning. He conceded 
the right of this country to acquire by 
conquest or by purchase or by any other 
method exercised by any sovereign nation, 
territory anywhere, but in a case iike that 
how presented the treaty-making power 
could act only within the limits of the 
constitution. Discussing the condition of 
the Filipinos, Mr. Money declared that if 
they were not fitted for self-government 
they were not fitted to be citizens «f the 
United States, and we would better leave 
them to their own devices that they might 
work out their own destiny. 

Mr. Money denied that the battle of Ma- 
nila was in any way necessary. He told 
how Aguinaldo had offered his services to 
the United States officials and then paid 
-@ high tribute to the Filipino leader, ear- 
nestly defending him against the «harges 
that had been made against him. Mr. 
Money claimed that as soon as the treaty 
should be ratified every one of the inthab- 
itants of the Philippines would become c:ti- 
Zens of the United States—not entitled to 
vote, but still citizens under the cunstitu- 
tion. He had understood, he said, that the 
president and his cabinet were awaiting 
only the adjournment of congress to ar- 
fange a government for the Philippines. 
He suggested that if the treaty were de- 
feated an arrangement could be made with 
Spain by which she would evacuate the 
Philippines and turn them over to their 
inhabitants, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Money's re- 
marks Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, tock the 
floor to address the senate on the Vest 
resolution. 


Daniel Opposes the Philippines. 


“Today,” he said, “w y . 
| Staten oe ek: Tomorrow, t's orenta 
ratified, we Will be the Un ioe tenes oe 
America and Asia” nited States of 
It is seriously proposed, said he, that we 
take to this country a large and miscel- 
laneous assortment of Asiatic islands and 
to make citizens, with all the rights of the 
inhabitants of the territories of the United 
States, of the large and varied assortment 
of Asiatics, Mongolians, Malays and ne- 
grees who inhabit them. For nis part, he 
deemed it inexpedient, unwise and unjust 
=e Se this thing, 
rT) e as ed,” és 
from our shores’ to grasp’ arg 040% miles 
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‘cannot so treat those who were comrades 
on the field of battle. They have not yet 
attained the dignity and power of a nation. 
We cannot recognize the Filipino republic 
and come away from the islands. We have 
only to look skyward to see the birds of 
prey circling about, ready to descend upon 
those who are weak. 

“What next? The face of the treaty tells 
us. Let us treat the Philippines as we 
treat Cuba. We are now in military occu- 
pation of the islands. Let us remain in 
military occupation until we have assisted 
with kindly offices and force of arms if nec- 
essary until they have established such a 
government as destiny may have fitted 
them for.”’ 

With respect to Cuba, the president could 
withdraw our forces whenever his good 
sense dictated that he should do so. Why 
not give him the same latitude with refer- 
ence to the Philippines? Contemplating 
the 125 years of our nation’s history, we 
find but one impediment to progress, and 
that was found in the effort to introduce 
the colored race. which was not assimila- 
ble with the Anglo-Saxon. This race had 
been the only fiy in our national oint- 
ment and the occurrence has been most 
sad and tragic. It had the effect of turn- 
ing brother against brother, and was the 
only element that thad prevented the Amer- 
icans from being a homogeneous people. 
Now, when we are happily beginning to re- 
adjust ourselves to the changed conditions 
after the civil war we are challenged to go 
forth and lay the heavy hand of sovereign- 
ty upon another and a different race. This 
would be most unwise. 


Differences Can’t Be Adjusted. 


“You may change the leopard’s spots,”’ 
Mr. Daniel said, ‘‘but you cannot blot out 
race characteristics. Tihe Indian of 125 
years ago is the Indian of today. Differences 
beyond the subtle analysis of men have put 
them asunder and they cannot be assim- 


ilated.”’ 

Mr. Daniel also attacked the plan of 
acquisition as unwise strategically. <A 
separate navy would be necessary and 
we should have to fortify each of the 
1,200 islands. 

This meant millions upon millions of 
expense end an era of militarism for the 
United States. The policy now proposed 
to be entered upon was a call to arms. 
A big standing army would be the in- 
evitable result. 

Mr. Daniel could see no reason for an- 
nexation. Certainly there was no mani- 
festation of friendship for the people of the 
Philippines in taking them in. He did not 
accept the theory that it would be pleas- 
anter to the Filipinos to be eaten up by the 
big American nation than any other out- 
side people. ‘ 3 | 
~Mrv. B said*he had never heard the 
declaration of independence or the consti- 
tution run down so much as it had been in 
this debate. © ' 


In view of the statements made, one 
might be inclined to think it was not 
much of a declaration or a constitution 
after all. He had never expected to be 
called upon to defend the declaration of 
independence in this hall, but he felt 
bound to do so now. In the course of 
that defense he said the declaration of 
independence had done more to mold 
American institutions and to swing back 
our affairs when they went wrong than 
any other American utterance. 


Mr. Daniel defended the taking and hold- 
ing of Porto Rico, which he held was one of 
the natural_outposts of this country. But 
he maintained if there was a necessity for 
the taking of the Philippines, nobody had 
mentioned it. He declared that through all 
the speeches in favor of the treaty there 
runs a vein of distrust. We are urged to 
wait until the treaty is ratified -before ad- 
justing a policy for the islands: but the 
policy, he maintained, was wrapped up in 
the treaty. 

Further along he declared it was not a 
question of hauling down the American 
flag; that the flag was not a fixture in the 
Philippines. Once the treaty is ratified, 
however, the American flagstaff would sink 
to the center of the earth in those islands, 
and the stars as they broke to the breeze. 
would rise until they mingled with the stars 
of heaven, 


“Peace in this treaty!’ 
_ it s y! continued Mr. 
age That is a pleasing term to conjure 
, but are our friends who favor this 
treaty certain it means peace ?”’ 


Peace with Spain, he said, was assured, of 
course. Spain would raise no objections to 
our objection Whatever it might be. But 
Inasmuch as we were acting for all time, 
the treaty ought to be regarded carefully. 
He said the treaty was easily amendable. 
It would be necessary only to substitute 
for the Philippines what had been done for 
Cuba. To this Spain would consent. He 
maintained that if we should not bind the 
United States by ratifying the treaty we 
might yet do as we please with respect to 
the Philippines. We would still be masters 
of the situation, and the American princi- 
ples could be worked out by the senate and 
house of representatives. 


Nullify Our Immigration Law. 

Mr. Daniel asserted that the ratification 
of the treaty would nullify our immigration 
laws; would admit to this country as citi- 
zens under the constitution inhabitants of 
-the Philippine islands, and put the people 
and products of the islands in direct and 
unrestricted competition with our own 
goods and workingmen. 

After quoting at great length from au- 
thorities in support of his contention, Mr. 
Daniel urged the senate not to deceive itseif 
or attempt to deceive the American peopie 
about the treaty. Its ratification, he de- 
clared, meant the utter destruction of all 
tariff laws between Us and the Filipinos; 
the destruction of all immigration laws re- 
lating to the United States and the Philip- 
pines and accorded to the Aslatics, Ne- 
gritos, Malays and other inhabitants of the 
fslands the right to come into the labor 
markets of the United States on exactly the 
same footing and under the same protec- 
tion as those enjoyed by American work- 
ingmen. 

Mr. Daniel, after reviewing the kind of 
people to be found in the Philippines, said 
the American people were now being askeJ

American {Vice Consul Refuges To 
Treat a Deadly Bite. 

New York, February 3.—A dispatch to 
The Herald from Patras, Greece, says Colo- 
nel Ville y Ingate, American vice consul 
here, has died of hydrophobia. 

He was bitten two months ago but the 
matter was kept secret. He refused treat- 
ment. He was much beloved and respected. 

Mr. Ingate was appointed vice consul of 
the United States at Patras on November 
24, 1897. He was born in Mississippi, but 
moved to Alabama, where he established 
his residence. He was appointed into the 
consular service from the latter state.

| American Hot Housés. 

Washington, February 3.—Consul Ayme, 
at Guadaloupe, has transmitted an inter- 
esting report to the state department on a 
peculiar plant growing wild on the island. 
He says that if any leaf be broken from a 
plant and pinned to the wall in a warm 
room, each of the angles in the undulations 
of the leaf begin to throw out a number of 
white thread-like roots. 

Next a tiny plant begins to sprout, and 
this, in two or three weeks, attains a height 
of two or more inches. When the leaf be- 
gins to shrive, which takes from six weeks 
to three months, the young plants may be 
cut out with scissors and put in the ground, 
where they rapidly attain full size. When 
cultivated they attain a growth of four feet 
and produce graceful red and yellow flow- 
ers. 

The consul] expresses the belief that this 
will make a desirable hothouse or garden 
flower. His report, with speciments of the 
leaves, has been submitted to the agricul- 
tural department.

Washington, February 3.—The inquiry or- 
dered by the house of representatives as to 
what members had forfeited their seats by 
reason of accepting other offices, ended 
today with a finding by the judiciary com- 
mittee that Major General Wheeler, a mem- 
ber from Alabama; Colonel James R. 
Campbell, of Illinois; Colonel David G. 
Colson, of Kentucky, and Major Edward 
E. Robbins, of Pennsylvania,ha@ vacated 
their seats in the house by accepting com- 
missions in the army. 

At the same time the committee determ- 
ined that none of the members of congress 
serving on civil commissions had thereby 
vacated their seats in the house, 

The judiciary committee has been con- 
ducting the inquiry for several days, and 
after an arduous’. session, ending at 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon, the injunction of 
secrecy was removed, 

Mr. Henderson, chairman of the com- 
mittec, says that throughout the inquiry 
partisanship did not enter into the question. 
The findings are embodied in a resolution 
which will be submitted to the house with 
areport. It will take some days before this 
can be done. The resolution states in detail 
the facts as to the military appointment, 
acceptance and service of General Wheeler 
and the other army officers, and then de-

No statement was made public as to the 
votes. lit is understood, however, that on 
the final vote on declaring vacant the seats 
of the military members, Mr. Jenks, of 
Wisconsin, voted in the negative, and Mr. 
Parker, of New Jersey, votedin the nega- 
tive in the case of Major Robbins, the lat- 
ter having been mustered out of service. 

Genera] Wheeler was seen after the find- 
ings Was announced, but asked to be ex- 
cused from commenting on the decision as 
it was in the nature of a judicial proceed- 
ing. 

It is said General Wheeler and his as- 
sociates will take no action for the present, 
as the finding of the committee is yet to be 
passed upon by the house. The fact that 
Mr. Jenkins voted against unseating Gen- 
eral Wheeler and the others may lead to a 
minority report, although no notice of such 
was given, 
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STRUCK MATCH IN LEAKING GAS 


Brick Residence Is Entirely Destroyed 
and One Woman Killei.

The explosion was caused by a gas leak 
in the cellar. Ackerman was called from his 
saloon across the street to investigate. He 
went into the cellar, lighted a match and 
the explosion followed.

CARNEGIE TO MAKE STEEL CARS 


Contracts Running Over $5,000,000 
Have Been Made, 

Pittsburg, Pa., February 3.—The Carnegie 

Steel Company, limited, commenced to book 
contracts today for steel cars to be man- 
ufactured at the big works to be bulit in 
West Homestead. The contracts aggre- 
gate between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000. 
The demand for freight cars is such that 
the Carnegie company will probably make 
this industry the principal branch of its 
business in the future, and now contem- 
plates an expenditure Of about $5,000,000 
for its proposed car shops, an auxiliary 
steel works and rolling mils. Severa! 
thousand men are now engaged in the con- 
struction of what will be the largest open 
hearth steel plant in the world and two 
gigantic plate rolling mills.

BLISS RETIRES IN TWO WEEKS. 


Hitchcock, New Secretary of Interior, 
Is Expected About February 15th. 
Washington, February 3.—The change in 
the head of the Interior department is ex- 
pected to occur the middle of this month, 
though no definite word has been received 
from Ambassador Hitchcock, the newly 

appointed secretary. 

The latter was expected to sail from St. 
Petersburg about New Year’s day, but was 
unable to arrange his affairs there by that 
time, and planned to make his departure 
on January 28th. If he got away at that 
time he will reach here in season to re- 
lieve Secretary Bliss by the 15th or earlier. 

Secretary Bliss is spending this week in 
New York, and for some weeks has con- 
sistently avoided taking up any new ques- 
tions of policy, pending his successor’s ar- 
rival. He is anxious to be relieved at the 
earliest: practicable. moment. 


HEPBURN BILL PREFERRED 


HOUSE COMMITTEE DOES NOT 
LIKE MORGAN’S MEASURE. 


Nicaragua Canal Is Disposed of by 
Committee, but Two Reports Will 
Be Made.

Washington, February 3.—The house com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign commerce 
today directed a favorable report on the 
Hepburn Nicaragua canal bill, with amend- 
ments as a substitute for the Morgan bill 
passed by the senate. 

The essential features of the Lill as re- 
ported are that it authorizes the president 
of the United States to acquire by purchase 
from Nicaragua and Costa Rica the terri- 
tory necessary to build the canal, and then 
to proceed with the construction of it. 
One hundred and fifteen million dollars is 
appropriated for the completion of the 
work authorized. The changes made in 
the original Hepburn bill are in reducing 
the appropriation from $140,000,000 to $115,- 
000,000: striking out the provision for the 
acquisition of ‘‘full ownership, jurisdiction 
and sovereignty’’ over the route, and in 
adding civil engineers from the navy and 
civil life to those of the army for the pur-

pose of making surveys, etc. 

It is understood that in the voting today 
the committee was unanimous in substitut- 
ing the Hepburn for the Morgan bill with 
the exception of Mr. Mann, of Illinois, wha 
considered the Morgan biil a better drawn 
measure for securing the desired purposes 
of a canal.

Washington, February 3.—(Special.)—The 
opponents of the treaty have apparently 
changed front on an important feature of 
the present controversy, and the change is 
an acknowledgment of weakness. They 
have sent word to the supporters of the 
treaty that they do not want, and wfll not 
allow, a vote on any of the resolutions 
which they have for some days been press- 
ing so v:gorously. This is a distinct and 
unmistakable’ change of front, and _ the 
reason for it is they are not at all certain 
of their ability to hold together all of the 
vote they: have beem counting on. They 
are afraid that the passage of even the 
Sullivan resolution would result in the 
defection from their ranks of the several 
men on whom they have been counting and 
would result in the ratification of the 
treaty. 

The leading supporters of the treaty re- 
gard this as a decidedly hopeful sign. 
While they cannot yet count sixty votes— 
indeed have only fifty-seven thick-and-thin 
votes—they feel very much more hopeful of 
the ratification than they have during the 
last two days, and they belleve when the 
vote is taken on Monday the treaty will be 
ratified. 

Atlanta Public Building. 

The Atlanta public building will have the 
favorable report of the committee on bulld- 
ings and grounds.

Washington, February 3.—The purpose of 

the president to terminate the unsatisfac- 
tory state of affairs that has existed for 
some time as the result of the numerous 
charges and counter-charges and _  inter- 
views respecting the character of the army 
beef by instituting a formal inquiry into 
these matters and endeavoring to place the 
responsibility where it belongs was made 
known today. 
‘ This inquiry will not be undertaken be- 
fore the commission to investigate the ccn- 
@uct of the.-war has made its report to 
the president. 

The scope of this new inquiry has not 
been defined, but it certainly will embrace 


the allegations made by General Miles as 


to the character of the army supplies, and 
will involve that officer to the extent that 
he must make these charges good, and to 
that degree he will be on trial himself in a 
preliminary manner. 

Should the charges be found well estab- 
lished a theavy responsibility would be 
placed upon the packers and persons ccn- 
cerned in the meat inspection, and perhaps 
others; should they fall unsupported, Gen- 
eral Miles may be obliged to answer to a 
court martial for reflecting upon the char- 


acter of other officers. 


There are two methods by which such 
an investigation may be conducted accord- 
ed military usage. The first 
is by the appointment of a court of inquiry 
and the second by the appointment of wkat 
is known as an officers’ or inspection 
board. In the former case it would be nec- 
essary to name some officer who is to be 
the subject of the investigation. In the 
latter the board is charged simply to in- 
quire into a state of facts, or alleged facts, 
without reference to any particular person, 
and to place responsibility if ‘possible for 
anything of which complaint is made. 
Their findings may serve as the basis for a 
court martial quite as effectually as the 
findings of a court of inquiry and has some 
advantages in that it does not begin with 
the presumption of a court of inquiry. 
Where a court of inquiry is ordered, it is 
said there is conveyed a distinct reflection 
upon the officer named.

Up to the close of the day General Miles 
positively declined to discuss in any man- 
ner the events of the day so far as they 
relate to himself, or to discuss any state- 
ments contained in any of the»interviews 
attributed to him. It may be’safd of ‘these 
interviews that while it is conceivable that 
they might ‘figure; they would not do so 
of necessity, for the matters to be first 
looked into are those connected with the 
character of the army beef. 

It was agreed that General Miles should 
not be suspended from his office as com- 
mander of the army pending the investiga- 
tion, as it wae agt intended that . ven by 
any inference he should be’ prejudged of 
any wrong-doing in this connection.

ON DIVERSIFIED CROPS. 


Editor Constitution—I have been much 
interested in the effort that The Constitu- 
tion ‘thas been making to induce the farm- 
ers to diversify their erops, but The Con- 
stitution, like everything and everybody 
a when it starts a good thing, goes too 
ar. 

It is all right to persuade the farmers to 
raise all of their supplies at home, and 
nineteen out of every twenty can do this 
cheaper than they can grow 5-cent cotton 
to buy them with, but when ft comes to 
raising them for market it is a different 
thing. Hundreds of pounds of country but- 
ter can be bought in Atlanta today for 
12 cents, and every one who has tried it 
knows ‘that two pounds of cotton can be 
made at less cost than one pound of but- 
ter. Pork is selling today at 4 cents per 
pound, and the average Georgia farmer 
can grow pound of cotton as cneaply as 
he can a und of pork. A three-year-old 
steer will bring about $12, and with milk 
at 10 cents per gallon, it will cost at least 
#4 to bring that calf to the aga when it can 
eat grass. Eggs will average 10 cents per 
dozen the year round, and the hens laying 
them will eat 8 cents worth of grain for 
every dozen eggs; and so you might go 
through the ‘whole list of farm products 
and you will see that the margin is close 
everywhere. The south Georgia farmer is 
selling his cane sirup this winter at 18 cents. 
Does he find that a profitable crop? I think 
not. To the middle Georgia farmer it 
would be less profitable than 5 cent cotton. 
It is profitable to the farmer to 
grow whatever he needs for ‘his home sup- 
plies, and then whatever crop he finds most 
profitable. What this should be will depend 
upon his surroundings. To the average 
Georgia farmer this will necessarily be cot- 
ton. This is the only crop that is always 
saleable for the cash at all places, and 
we must learn to grow it at a less cost 
then it ‘will bring in the market, for herein 
lies the profit. A farmer can make his sup- 
plies, including corn, meat, oats, wheat and 
hay and about as many bales of cotton 
as he could make, on the all cotton system, 
and at one-third cost. I am a farmer of 
thirty, years’ experience and Wave never 
bought a bushel of corn, and,J know of 
what I write. If the southern farmers were 
to reduce the cotton. crop sufficiently to 
make their own supplies it would bring the 
crop to about 10,000,000 bales, and that is 
where it ought to be. That amount of cot- 
tén would bdri 7 to 8 cents, and that is 
az high as we Should wish to see it go. A 
higher price than that would stimulate 
foreign competition, which might in the end 
serigusly cripple the industry here. Cotton 
will bri a fairly remunerative price an- 
other fall. The acreage will be cut off 15

Havana, February 3.—Among the Cuban 
leaders who (have given expression to their 
views on the subject it is asserted that 
General Gomez was not authorized to agree 
to the disbandment of the army without 
consulting the Cuban assembly and obtain- 
ing its permission, 

Indeed, when thhe report arrived that Gen- 
eral Gomez had accepted Mr. Porter’s prop- 
osition on behalf of the president, many 
doubted it, refusing to believe that he 
would act in this fashion. A prominent 
Cuban said today: ' 

“If the news is true, the Cuban assembly 
will have grounds for proceeding against 
General Gomez. The idea of $3,000,000 as a 
gift from the United States to the Cuban 
soldiers is repugnant and wounds the pride 
of the Cubans.”’ 

A number of interviews obtained today | 
with prominent Cuban generals go to show 
the feeling in the higher military circles. 
General Mayia Rodriguez, commander of 
the Cuban forces in the provinces of Pinar 
del Rio, Havana, Matanzas and Santa 
Clara and second in command in the Cuban 
army, said: 

“I cannot think that General Gomez 
would take this resolution regarding a mat- 
ter of such transcendental importance as 
the payment and disbandment of the Cu- 
ban army without consulting the Cuban 
generals. Although I still believe that the 
United States will. fulfill its promise to give 
Cuba her liberty, I think the Cuban army 
Should cgntinue to aid in preserving order 
in the island until this promise has been 
fulfilled and until-certain important mat- 
ters have been clearly decided, such as, for 
instance, who is to pay the cost of the 
humerous and unnecessary American army 
of occupation, Cuba or the United States? 
Generat Gomez does not hold’ the power to 
disband the army’ without the authorization 
of the Cuban .assembly. and. until -after 
consultation with the generals.”’ 

Generals Leyte Vitdal and Perraza concur 
in the views of General Rodriguez, while 
General Enrique Collazo said: 

“The Cuban army cannot and should not 
accept a gift or charity from any nation. 
We asked for what is rightly ours. That 
which Cuba owes to her defenders in arms 
should be delivered up to no one, because 
no one has vanquished us. Our allies can- 
not and should not exact such a useless and 
painful sacrifice. The Cuban army ‘is not 
a danger to Cuba, Dut a ‘guarantee of 
order.’’ 

Strong Arguments Used. 

General Lacret said: 

“T think Mr. Porter must have assured 
General Gomez most convincingly of our 
approaching, independence before he would 
have been willing to express himself as is 
reported. At the proper time General 
Gomez will express his ideas to the people 
of Cuba.” 

General. Mario Menocal, formerly Cuban 
commander in Havana province, and now 
chief of police in Havana city, said: 

“T doubt the truth of the statement at- 
tributed to. General Gomez. If it is true. 
I can simply say that General Gomez is 
not authorized.to solve this problem un- 
aided, The Cuban army does not ask and 
cannot accept charity from the American 
government. The country has asked a loan 
to facilitate the payment of money right- 
fully due the army.”’ 

All of the generals interviewed were in- 
clined to be guarded in their statements, 
pending the receipt of the word from Gen- 
eral Gomez, which up to 9:30 o’clock this 
evening was not to hand. Still the genera] 
feeling in Cuban military circles is that the 
commander-in-chief will have an. explana- 
tion to make upon his arrival here, which 
tomany is remarkable and even inccinpre- 
hensible. Senor Portenudo, president of the 
executive committee of the Cuban assem- 
bly, when the latter is not in session, as is 
now the case, said: 

“General Gomez is only commander in 
chief of the army. As such he is under 
direction of the assembly, which alone 
represents the army. The assembly is em- 
powered to direct the army as to its line 
of conduct. I have no official data en- 
titling me to judge of the conduct of Gen- 
eral Gomez respecting the question of dis- 
banding the troops, but ‘he is fully aware 
of his own powers, as well as those of the 
assembly. I know his spirit of subordina- 
tion to superior authority, and I am sure 
that he will act within the limits fixed 
thereby.”’ 

While there promises to be trouble with 
the assembly, some declare that Gomez will 
be able to sway the deputies to his will and 
to secure the disbandment of the army. It 
is significant, however, that the Cubans 
who have already been engaged as mem- 
bers of the Havana police force had to 
deposit their arms and ammunition with the 
officer commanding the regiment to which 


they belonged, inform him as to their new 
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| Fesidetice and give a pledge to return to the 


army when called upon to do so by the 
Cuban assembly. 

Colonel Bacailao, former chief of staff 
of General Ruiz Rivera, has been appointed 
a police inspector. 

Mr. Robert P. Porter, before sailing for 
Miami, Fla., made the following statement 
to the correspondent of the Associated 
Press: 

Porter Makes a Statement. 


‘While the situation here has been 
improved and simplified by the declaration 
of General Gomez that he will immediately 
take part in the pacification of Cuba, the 
advantage thus gained should be followed 
up by the American authorities. The en- 
tire policing of the island should be done 
by the Cubans themselves. The real police 
_work is in fact now in the hands of the 
Cuban soldiers and law and order are well 
maintained. Theresshould not be a. mo- 
ment’s delay in the organization and equip- 
ment of these civil guards. 

‘‘The bulk of the American soldiers must 
be taken out of Cuba by April. There is 
really no necessity for more than two reg- 
iments in each province: to serve as a back- 
ground of suppert far the Cuban police. 
In giving the best of these people employ- 
ment, all thé more will be left of the re- 
lief fund for those who must be helped 
back to the-land. se 

“The feeling of distrust between the Cu- 
bans and the Americans has been tempo- 
rarily checked by the message of General 
Gomez to President McKinley and the pres- 
ident’s reply through Secretary Hay. If 
the younger military élements of both 
armies will now get together and complete 
the stVeral schemes for policing the prov- 
inces, which at this moment are awaiting 
crystallization, the problem will be solved. 
Delay in this work will be fatal. If such 
men as General’ Gomez; Genera] Montea- 
guado, of Santa’ Clara province, yeneral 
Mayia Rodriguez, of the province of Pinar 
del Rio; General Pedro Betancourt, of Ma- 
tanzas province, and others whom I know 
personally, will assure President McKinley 
and Governor General Brooke that law and 
order will be maintained their pledge will 
be carried out at any cost. 

“There is too much disposition to discuss 
minor details. There is too much _ hesi- 
tancy in bringing matters to a head. _ In 
the province of Santa Clara Monteaguado’s 
admiral policing plan has been already put 
in operation, and it is one, as General 
Wood told me yesterday. which is along 
right lines. The entire police work in that 
province, so Major Logan, provost marshal, 
informed me, has been done by Cubans 
since the evacuation. 

“Why not take up at once and dispose of 
this matter? Things must be kept moving 
in Cuba or summer will overtake us with 
too many troops-there. Our soldiers them- 
selves fully realize the situation. They 
frankly say that their chief occupation {s to 
guard each other while their chiefs in 
Washington, Havana and Remedios are ex- 
changing confidences. The younger officers 
on both sides should come together and 
evolve preliminary policing plans and get 
those into workine order without delav. 
Once this is well done. matters will take 
eare of themse'ves in Cuba. At least that 
is my opinion.” 

The following message from President 
McKinley was received by Robert P. Porter 


this morning and was transmitted to Gen- 


. eral Gomez: 


“Hon. Robert P. Porter, Havana—The 
president sends his hearty congratulations 
and thanks for your dispatch. Convey his 
cordial greetings to General Gomez.and his 
grateful appreciation of the general‘s frank 
and friendly message. The co-operation of 
General Gomez in the pacification of Cuba 
will be of the greatest value for both peo- 
ples.

PETTUS BILL. 
Imposes Penalties for Frauds in Pri- 
' mary Elections—Other Proceed- 
| ings of Legislature.

Montgomery, ‘Alax, February 3.—(Special.) 
The senate of Alabama today passed the 
bill introdttced and championed through the 
house by Mr. Pettus, of Limestone, which 
seeks to legalize primary elections in Ala- 
bama. The bill throws safeguards around 
primaries in the state and imposes reason- 
able penalties for fraud, bribery, etc., in 
primaries. The bill only needs the signature 
of the governor to become a law. 

The house today passed the bill providing 
for the abolishment of the commissioner’s 
court in Jefferson county and providing for 
the appointment by the governor of a board 
of revenue for the county. Governor John- 
ston’s home is in Jefferson. He recently 
caused the state examiner to investigate the 
office affairs of the Jefferson commissioners 
and on the showing made by the examiner 
recommended to the assembly the abolish- 
ment of the court. 

It was a Dold stroke and an intensely 
lively fight has resulted over it. The six 
members of the house from Jefferson were 
divided on the measure. THe controversy 
was brought to an end in the house today 
by the bill being passed by a safe majority. 

The house passed a bill today providing 
for the appointment by the governor of a 
supernumerary judge for Alabama with an 
annual salary of $3,000. It is made the duty 
of this judge to sit in the stead of any cir- 
cuit or chancery judge who by reason of 
iliness or other disqualification is disquali- 
fied or when special terms are called. The 
house today adopted a resgobution offered by 
Mr. Wallace, of Madison, to the effect 
that the national flag be hoisted and be 
kept forever flying over every schoolhouse 
in Alabama.

AN ELECTION LAW 
FORNORTH CAROLINA 


Demecrats in Legislature Have Prepar- 
ed One. 


THE TERMS OF THE MEASURE 


County Returning Boards Are Re-Es- 
tablished. 


SUFFRAGE PART LIKE THAT OF LOUISIAN 


Ignorant Negroes Disfranchised—Will 
Be an Incentive to Education. 
As to Elections. 


Raleigh, N. C., February 3.—(Special.)— 
The democrats in the legislature have pre- 
pared an election law which is of special 
interest at this juncture. It will be based 
or. the election law contained in the code 
as amended in 1885 and 1889. The amend- 
ments which are incorporated in the new 
law provide for a state election board of 
five discreet persons, to be elected by the 


. day 


legislature every two years. This board 
wil] organize this year by electing one of its 
members chairman and another secretary, 
It will have power to appoint county elec- 
tion boards and, with the governor and 
secretary of state, will constitute the state 
board of canvassers. The county boards 
will call all elections, appoint the regis- 
trars and poll holders, who shall be men of 
good character, and fill all vacancies occur- 
ring. The county returning boards are re- 
established. Many of the duties imposed 
upon the sheriff under the old law are 
placed on the chairman of the county elec- 
tion board and the chairman of the county 
board of canvassers. Registration will be 
Surrounded by suqh safeguards as will 
prevent the importation of negro voters by 
requiring perfect identification of the voter. 

The democatic caucus has also agreed to 
Submit to the people at the general elec- 
tion on the first Thursday in August, 1900, 
an amendment to the constitution, limiting 
the suffrage. This is the most important 
work of the legislature. It disfranchises 
the ignorant negro vote. The estimate is 
made that it will eliminate 30,000 negro 
voters. It does not disfranchise any white 
voters. It is the belief that it will be an 
incentive to education. The state elections 
will be held in August, sO as to dis- 
associate them entirely from the congres- 
sional elections. All the voters, white and 
black, will vote on the constitutional 
amendment. So far as the vote on it is 
concerned there will not be the slightest 
abridgement of the franchise. The test of 
wihether the majority of the people of the 
State desire it will be perfectly fair and 
complete. 

The democratic members of the legisla- 
ture are, of course, a unit in favoring the 
amendment. Some of them said in caucus 
that they had promised during the cam- 
paign they would not vote to disfranchise 
any one. But it was pointed out to them in 
the caucus that they did not really vote 
for disfranchisement; that they merely car- 
ried out the idea of the referendum and 
Submitted the entire question to all the 
voters of the state for settlement. The pop- 
ulist leaders say they will urge the populist 
members to vote for the amendment on the 
ground that they cannot refuse to submit 
this or any’ other great question to the ref- 
erendum., 

The Proposed Amendment. 

The suffrage amendment is, broadly 
speaking, based on that adopted in Louis- 
lana and as drafted by, the special commit- 
tee and submitted to the caucus, it is as 
follows: : i 

“Section 1.—fvéry male person born in 
the United States and ¢Very male person 
who has been naturalized, twenty-one years 
of age and possessing all the. qualifications 
set out in this article, shall be entitled to 
vote at any election by the people in the 
State, except as herein otherwise provided. 

‘Sec. 2. He shall have been an actual 
bona fide resident of the state of North 
Carolina for two years, of the county one 
year, and of the precinct, ward or other 
election district in which he offers to vote, 
S1x months next preceding the election: 
Provided, that removal from one precinet, 
ward or other election district to another 
in the same county shall not Operate to 
deprive any person of the right to vote in 
the precinct, ward or other election  dis- 
trict from which he has removed until six 
months after such removal. No person who 
has been convicted, or who has confessed 
his guilt in open court upon indictment, 
of any crime, the punishment of which may 
now be imprisonment in the state prison, 
or may (thereafter be such imprisonment, 
Shall be permitted to vote wnless the said 
person shall be first restored to citizenship 
in the manner prescribed by law. 

Sec. 3. Every person offering to vote 
Shall be af the time a legally registered 
voter, as herein prescribed, and in the man- 
ner hereafter provided by law. The qualifi- 
cation of voters and the registration laws 
in force in North Carolina on the first day 
of April, eighteen hundred and ninety-nine 
shall be and remain in force until*the first 
ay of December, nineteen hundred, at 
which date ail the provisions of this con- 
stitution relating to suffrage, registration 
and elections, as contained in this article 
Shalt go into effect, and the general assem- 
bly of North Carolina shall, at its regular 
session in nineteen hundred and one enact 
a general registration Jaw to carry into ef- 
a age provisions of this agticle: 

ec. 4. Every person pr 
for registration shall be able to fend ans

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“Provided that no male perso é‘

years of age at the date of the adoption of 
this amendment to the constitution ghall 
be denied the right to register and vote 
at any election in this state by reason of

next the preceding date at which he shall 
apply for registration, and shall have reg- 
istered in accordance with the provisions of 
this article prior to December 1, 1904, and 
HO person shall be entitled to register un- 
der this section after said date. Every per- 
son claiming the benefit of this section shall 
at the time of making application for regis- 
tration make and subscribe an oath before 
such registration officer in the form here- 
after to be prescribed by the general assem- 
bly.

FATE OF TREATY UNCERTAIN 


Advocates of the Measure Not Able To 
Carry Their Wishes. 
Washington, February 3.—The controversy 
in the senate over the vote upon the vari- 
ous resolutions interpretive of the peace 
treaty took an acute turn late today. The 
opposition to a vote first came from the 
friends of the treaty, who held to the 
theory that it could be ratified without 
compromise. Those who apparently were 
then willing that a vote should be taken to- 
day held an opposite view and absolutely 
refused to agree to a time for taking a 

vote, 

The contest occurred in the executive 
Session, and an hour and a quarter was 
spent in a vain endeavor on the one side to 
get an agreement to a date for a vote 
upon the resolutions and on the other in a 
more successful effort to bring the day's 
session to a close without allowjng any- 
thing to be accomplished in that direction. 

The gallery doors had no sooner been 
locked than Senator Davis proffered the re- 
quest of the treaty supporters for unani- 
mous consent, naming tomorrow as the day 
for a vote. He said that the desire on his 
side of the chamber was that there should 
= an opportunity to vote upon all the 
esolutions of a declaratory nat@re, all of 
Which had been offered by senators who 
were opposed to the treaty without a modi- 
fication. 

The opposition was prepared for the re- 
quest, but it did not fail to creute some ex- 
citement, 

Simultaneous objection was made from 
three or four sources, but, as if by common 
consent, to Senator Gorman was left the 
task of making the. principal] statement of 
the reasons for the opposition. His main 
objection was based upon the brief time | 
that must intervene between the time of 
taking the vote on the resolutions and the 
time fixed for voting on thea treaty—3 
o’clock next Monday. An essential part of 
the demand of those who aesired ea modifi- 
cation of the expression in the tredty was 
that the house as well as the senate must 
act upon the resolution. Manifestly it was 
too late to secure a vote by the house, ¢ven 
if the action of the senate shoud be favor- 
able. Hence*the absurdity of the proposi- 
tion. He, for one, would object, and hé 
had no doubt that others would feel as he 
did. So long as there had been any possi- 
bility of securing a vote in both houses of 
congress the members of the senate who 
opposed the treaty in its present form had 
mad no opposition. But to consent to a 
vote upon the question unti] this late hour, 
after a delay of so many days, would create 
the impression that the opponents of the 
treaty had been posing for effect, and had 
allowed themselves to be tricked either ig- 
norantly or knowingly. 

Senators Cockrell and Bacon also avowed 
their opposition to agreeing to fix a time 
for a vote, placing their opposition on 
grounds practically the same as those of 
Mr. Gorman. Each was inclined to charge 
bad faith. Senator Cockrell gave notice 
that he would resist any effort for a vote 
upon the resolutions up to 3 u’clock Mon-

UNTIL NEXT MONTH 


Board of Trustees ef Wesleyan College 
Issues Orders, 


THREE CASES OF SCARLETINA 


Caused the Withdrawal of So Many 
of the Students.  _ 


THAT THIS COURSE WAS NECESSARY 


Charles Green, a Negro Soldier, Killed 
by One of His Comrades as They 
Were Leaving Macon. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., February 3—As a result of the 
three cases of scarletina being at Wesleyan 
college the board of trustees held a meet- 
ing this morning and adopted the following 
resolution: 


“Resolved, That the college exercises be 
suspended until the Ist. day of March, and 
that the — be Requested to notify 
patrons that the entire course will be cov- 
ered and a full term’s work done without 
oe the term any longer than neces- 

Chairman Dupont Guerry, of the execu- 
tive committee of the board of trustees, 
was seen in regard to the matter and gave 
out the following interview: 


“The existence of several cases of scarlet 
fever or scarletina has produced a condition 
making the suspension of the exercises best, 
if not necessary, 

“The situation ig not and has not been 
alarming, and the only serious case is that 
of the little daughter of the president, and 
all of the girls, including her, are decidedly 
better today. 

“Our most able and faithful president, 
Dr. Roberts, makes it an invariable rule 
to deal promptly and frankly with our 
patrons about their dhildren, and he ad- 
vised them of the situation, and many of 
them have had and are having their chil- 
dren to leave the college, and some of the 
patrons in the city are not allowing their 
children to attend. The result is that the 
attendance is so reduced that a continuance 
of the exercises would have the effect. to 
advance the remaining pupils beyond the 
large number not remaining, who already 
constitute a majority in the boarding de- 
partment. 

‘Those now sick will receive as skillful 
medical attention and nursing as could be 
procured anywhere, and those remaining 
who are not sick will be as fully protected 
and cared for as possible as long as they 
remain. 

“As the building is very large and there 
are only four cases of the fever and the 
number of inmates largely reduced, isola- 
tion is easy and ample. 

“With the large and able teaching force 
that we now have, a most successful term 
will yet be had without making it long or 
tedious if the patrons of the college will 
only reasonably indulge and co-operate, 
If there be occasion they will be further 
advised.’’ 

It is thought that all of the pupils will 
return at the expiration of the three weeks’ 
vacation, and that the college will not be 
affected to any extent by the disease, There 
is no alarm felt in the city about a spread 
of the disease, as the cases are kept entire- 
ly isolated. The condition of the young 
ladies who are suffering with the.disease 
was very much improved tonight, and it is 
thought they will be all right within the 
next few days. 


A Soldier Killed. 

James Abernathy, brother of Herman 
Abernathy, who was recently acquitted of 
murder, shot and killed Charles Green, a 
private soldier of the Third North Carolina 
regiment, at the camp yesterday just as 
they were boarding the train to go home. 

Abernathy claims that the killing was ac- 
cidental, but there seems to be some doubt 
about the matter, and he is being held 
until the shooting is investigated. It seems 
Ubat the negroes thad a dispute early in the 
day, and that they renewed it just before 
the train left. Abernathy says that he was 
handing Green a pistol, when it went off.

Sketch of the Deceased—A Brave Sol- 
dier and a Useful Citizen—A 
Successful Life.

Toccoa, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)—A 
special train ran from Toccoa to Avalon 
today in order that the friends of Mr. Rich- 
ard D. Yow might attend his funeral this 
afternoon at 1 o'clock. 

The death of Mr. Yow at Avalon yester- 
day takes away one of the most promi- 
nent citizens of northeast Georgia, The 
whole of Mr. Yow’s time since the war 
has been given to his various business en- 
terprises, and he has turned aside to ac-

cept public office only when it has been 
forced upon him by his friends. And yet, 
politically, he has been a prime factor in 
this part of the state. 

When the civil war closed, Mr. Yow re- 
turned to Georgia at the age of twenty-one, 
began to farm in Franklin county without 
capital and with little prospects of success. 
At his death he stands without a peer in his 
section of the state, as acitizen and succes- 
ful business man. His whole life has been 
a series of perfect successes, and every 
Fuccess has drawn him eloser to his 
friends.. 

Mr. Yow’s health began td fail about one 
year ago, and during last winter he made 
an extended trip through the west, spend- 
ing several months in the health-giving 
climate of Arizona. There he hoped to re- 
Sain his strength, which had: been de- 
pleted by years of close attention to bus- 
iness. 

He returned during the summer little ben- 
efitted, and from that time grew constantly 
weaker. For several months past he has 
been unable to leave his room, and for some 
time his recovery has not been expected. 

At his death Mr. Yow owned about 10,000 
acres of land in Franklin and Habersham 
counties, several grist mills, an interest in a 
large mereantile business at Avalon, under 
the firm name of Yow & Cooper; owned 
much real estate in the city of Toccoa; 
was president of the Toccoa Banking Com- 
pany, and one of the largest stockholders 
in the Toccoa cotton mills. Mr. Yow was 
one of the wealthiest citizens of northeast 
Georgia. : 

Richard D. Yow was born in South Car- 
Olina in 1844, his parents removing to Frank- 
lin county, Georgia, during his early life. 
When the civil war began he enlisted an@ 
served for three years, after which he was 
captured and held in prison until the close 
of the war. At that time he began life as 
a farmer, but soon gave up farming to 
enter mercantile business- at. Goodwill, 
Franklin county, Georgia. Afterwards he 
did business in Carnesviile, Toccoa and 
finally removed to Avalon. 

In 1872 he was elected a member of the 
lower house of the genera] assembly, and 
Was one of the most prominent members 
of that body. In 1888 he represented the 
thirty-first district in the state senate, in 
which body he distinguished himself by his 


servig@ as chairman of the banking com- 
mittee. 

In 1888 Mr. Yow represented the elghth 
congressional district in the national dem- 
ocratic convention, which met in St. Louis. 

Twenty-eight years ago he married Miss 
Mary Aderhold> of Franklin county. Mrs. 
Yow survives him. Mr. Yow leaves four 
children—Dr. S. B. Yow, of Avalon; Mrs. 
Jeff Davis, ‘Toccoa, Ga.; Mr. Morris Yow, 
now at the Technological school, Atlanta, 
and Master Jones D. Yow. 

A pathetic incident is mentioned in con- 
nection with the marriage of Dr. Jeff Da- 
vis and Miss Yow. They were ta have been 
married during next spring. Several weeks 
ago, realizing that he could not live long, 
Mr. Yow asked that the marriage take 
place at once before his death. Accord- 
ingly, the nuptials were arranged for last 
Thursday, the 26th of January. A day or 
two before, Dr. Davis went to Atlanta on 
business, and while there was taken se- 
very ill with appendicitis. 

He was taken to Dr. J. B. 8. Holmes’s 
sanitarium, where it ‘was thought for sev- 
eral days that an operation would be nec- 
essary. Tuesday afternoon, however. Dr. 
Davis had sufficiently recovered to return 
to Toccoa. He went at once to Avalon, ac- 
companied by Rev. A. E. Keese, D. D. Ar- 
riving at Avalon at 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon, Dr. Davis and Miss Yow were mar- 
ried at™once, just a few hours before Mr. 
Yow’'s death.

THE SOLACE REACHES NORFOLE 


Transport Will Take On Ammunition 
for Dewey’s Service. 

Norfolk, Va., February 3.—The transport 
Solace, bound from New York to Manila, 
arrived here this afternoon and will begin 
coaling off Lamberts Point. She will take 
on here much ammunition for the fleet in 
the Philippines and will leave Tuesday or 
Wednesday for her destination, via the 
Suez canal. 

Besides her crew there are about 180 men 
and 31 officers assigned to duty with Dew€y. 
Medical Inspector Remus C. Persons, who 
will establish at Cavite a medical hospital, 
is also on board. Captain Andrew Dunlap 
is in command of the vessel, Frederick W. 
Coffin is executive officer and J, C. Gilmore, 
navigator. She will sail from the Norfolk 
navy yard for Malta, thence to Port Said, 
through the Suez canal to Colombo and 
Singapore.

MUST DEAL WITH SMALLPOX 


Governor of Arkansas Will Send Mes- 
sage to Legislature. 

Little Rock, Ark., February 3.—Governor 
Jones will tomorrow send another special 
message to the legislature dealing with the 
smallpox situation. The pest now exists in 
half a dozen counties. 

In Fulton and Izard counties the disease 
is epidemic, and much excitement prevails 
in the neighboring localities. At Mountain 
Home a rigid quarantine is mainta'ned 
with shotguns, and no one is allowed to 
enter from either Fulton or Izard counties, 
At West Plains, Mo., a short distance away, 
the fear and excitement is even greater. 
Guards, both day and night, are*on duty 
on the Thomasville, Mountain Home and 
Salem wagon roads, and all trains ure so 
earefully watched that it is impossible for 
any person to enter the town from any lo- 
cality where smallpox is believed to exist. 

In Carden Bottom, in Yell county, the 
disease is spreading, some families now 
having as many as five cases. The town of 
Dardanelle is quarantined, men guarding 
every road leading in from the Carden Bot- 
tom district. 


Waycross Will Get Better Facilities. 


Waycross, Ga., February 3.—(Spectal.)—It 
is quite likely that the Waycross postoffice 
will be advanced frim its present grade of 
third class to second class this year. If 
the business of the office is as good from 
now until July ist as it was the last two 
quarters, this will be the result, and Way- 
cross people will enjoy the blessings of a 
free delivery system.

Washington, February 3-—The United

Here Is the Lesson Again.

south ‘Atlantic and the gulf states to

The following dispatch from The New 
York World will be read with interest: 

Colon, Colombia, February 1.—Thousands 
of head of cattle ara being shipped from 
Cartagena to Cuba. . 

The freight is $10 a head. 

Late developments in-army headquar- 
ters go to prove how valuable is the 
contiguity of our pastures to the West 
India markets. On these islands there 
now lives a population of about 6,000,000 
people who have to depend for their 
meat supply upon the two adjoining 
continents. Hitherto this meat has been 
largely imported into these islands from 
Venezuela, although a small trade in 
Florida and gouth Georgia cattle has 
been kept up all the time. Now that 
these markets have been thrown fully 
open to us, and that the people of these 
islands are prepared to receive our 
goods, it becomes important to avail our- 
selves of the opportunity thus afforded. 

Under the stereotyped condition of 
things, people at large might think that 
this business would go to the large 
packing houses in Chicago and Kansas 
City. The history of the meat supply 
for the American forces in Cuba and 
Porto [Rico goes to prove that packed 
meats will not do for these countries; 
that the very means employed for their 
preservation are likely to be vitiated by 
influences of climate, against which it 
will be useless to contend. The “em- 
balmed meat” which has been so tersely 
described by General Miles, simply em- 
phasizes the need of the meat on foot, 
hence it is in shipments of live stock 
direct to these islands, or if killed and 
packed, that work being so closely done 
that the meats can be transported with- 
out delay to the point of sale, becomes 
of the greatest moment. It was with 
pleasure, therefore, that The Constitu- 
tion was enabled to print yesterday 
morning the following dispatch from 
Americus, as showing that our own peo- 
ple are getting ready for the business 
which is lying at our feet: 

Americus, Ga., February 2.—(Special.)~ 
A company of western men ia perfecting ar- 
rangements to establish a large heef-pack- 
ing business in Americus, An Immense cor. 
ral will be built and many thowsand head 
of Georgia cattle purchased and fattened 
for shipment to horthern and western mar- 
kets. The meat will Le prepared in pack- 
ing houses and shipped in refrigerator cars, 
and an immense business will be done, as 
the company has abundance of capital. 

Last year 100,000 head of beef cattle were

“In the Kansas troubles before the war 
there were demons on both sides, but 
Quantrell outrankea@ them all. Nothing 
delighted him more than to turn his devils 
loose in some peaceful little vulley, where 
the ftmhabitants were not. dreaming of the 
presence of a foe, 


“Did he respect women? Your question 
shows that you do not know him. Some 
of the blackest chapters tn his life are 
those which deal with the brvial assaults 
of his men upon unprotected women. Per- 
sonally he cared nothing for any woman. 
His murderous instinct respested ne‘ther 
age nor sex. 

“His mother claims that she hunted up 
his body after he died from a mortal 
wound, and gave it decent burial. That 
may be true, but hundreds of men believe 
that he is still living. I @on’t lke to think 
of him—I want to forget him entirely, and 
I wish The Constitution had not printed 
that story.

but the underlying sentment of congress 
was unquestionabiy to eliminate Spanish 
tyranny and authority from the western 
hemisphere and all territory contiguous 
thereto. It must be borne in mind that in 
our war with Spain, as in all wars, there 
arose circumstances and contingencies 
which had to be vigorously and courageous- 
ly met, and which could not have been 
contemplated or provided for in the original 
action of our government. When Admiral 
Dewey demolished the Spanish fleet and 
captured Manila, did not congress approve 
his conduct by ing a resolution com- 


j mendatory of his gallantry and brilliant na- 


val achievement? ‘Was he not promoted 
for the promptness and successfulness with 
which he advanced American arms? If it 
Was not the purpose or policy of the Amer- 
ican government to advance the war be- 
yond the freedom of Cuba, then was the 
time to have put a stop to the subjugation 
of the Philippine islands by our American 
army. 

It may be and doubtless is true, that 
it is not a safe or wise policy for our gov- 
ernment to acquire these islands or go fur- 
ther than securing to them freedom from 
Spanish oppression. As we read and under- 
Stand the treaty of peace, as agreed upon, 
there is nothing inconsistent with such final 
disposition of the Philippine question. Then, 
why delay the ratification’\of the peace 
treaty, thus giving comfort and encourage- 
ment to the rebellious inhabitants not only 
of the Philippines, but also of Cuba and 
Porto Rico? We do not suppose for an in- 
stant that there is a single United States 
senator who would hazard the position that 
congress could not wisely and safely and 
in full accord with the most strenous jeal- 
ousy for our American policies dispose of 
these tropica] possessions and the questions 
incident there as well after ag before the 
ratification of the peace treaty. It matters 
not what of political or partisan features 
may have obtained in the conduct of the 
war up to this time, now that hostilities 
have been suspended under the pending 
treaty of peace, then its ratification fs a 
question which rises far above all political 
or partisan consideration. 

Let us consider for a moment what would 
be the result or the attitude of the Ameri- 
can government if the United States sen- 
ate should refuse to ratify the peace 
treaty. Of course that would mean a sus- 
pension of the truce and a renewal of hos 
tilities. between Spain and America. The 
Spanish forces having evacuated all of these 
islands, our government would then be in 
possession, holding them against the gov- 
ernment of Spain. Being thus placed, our 
armies would have to wage war on the dis- 
satisfied and rebellious inhabitants of these 
islands in order that we might hold them 
successfully against Spanish resistance. 
Hither this, or we would have to pull down 
the American flag and withdraw our troops 
from these islands. 

What American with a pride in his gov- 
ernment would like to see such action on 
the part of our determining authorities as 
would reinstate Spanish tyranny upon ‘the 
western hemisphere? Either this or .place 
our armies as a thostile and invading foe 
upon the former posst¢esions of Spain. and 
in order to maintain such a position, would 
have to wage war wpon the very people 
whose oppression we went to war to relieve, 
As a democrat. as one who was opposed to 
the war, and being unalterably antagonis- 
tic to such expansion as so seriousliv threat- 
ens our government with imperialism, I 
would sav let our government be relieved 
as speedily as possible from its present 
awkward and embarrassing position by 
a wnrompt ratification of the neace treaty, 
and then let the wisdom and statesman- 
ship of congress be exnended in so dispos- 
ine of those issues incident to our war with 
Snain as will maintain the high character 
of our government and place us in the right 
light before the civilized nations of the 
world.

A young white woman, with a tiny infant 
in her arms, was taken to the police bar- 
racks yesterday at 1 o’clock by Detective 
Green Conn, and placed, by instructions of 
the chief of police, in one of the detention 
wards in the white female department of 
the city prison. 

Detective Conn said he had taken the 
woman in custody to prevent her from 
either abandoning or killing the child, as it 
had been reported to him that she intend- 
ed to get rid of it. 

The woman, who has been deserted by 
her husband, denied, with tears in her eyes, 
that she wished to get rid of, or harm 
her babe. 

The woman is Mrs. Lillian Whatley, the 
deserted wife of Olney Whatley, if her 
story is true. She is about twenty-one 
years of age, and has light hair and blue 
eyes, and would, if care and trouble had 
not left their marks upon her, be called 
very pretty. 

What the police know of Mrs. Whatley, 
together with her very dramatic account 
of herself, and the cause of her incarcera- 
tion yesterday, make a decidedly interesting 
story. 

The chief of police first became acquainted 
with Mrs. Whatley about two months ago, 
and when he heard that her’*husband had 
deserted her, he had her sent to the Crit- 
tenton home, where her child was born. 
Later, Mrs. Whatley went to Roswell, and it 
was supposed her husband had returned, 
and that she was living with him. 

On the Streets at Midnight. 

Thrée or four nights ago a forlorn little 
woman was picked up in the streets of 
Atlanta wandering about at midnight with 
a babe in her arms. She wae sent to the 
police barracks, where she was given a 
bed for the night. To the officers at the 
barracks she said her name was Sadie 
Goldsmith, and that her husband was 
dead. The next morning she expressed a 
desire to go to her home in Roswell, and 
she was turned loose. It is now believed 
that she is intending to get rid of the 
child, as she was on the streets at midnight 
recently for the purpose of leaving the 


babe on some doorstep. It is thought she ; 


was discovered before she could carry out 
her intention. 

Two days ago Mrs. Whatley again came 
inte police notice by telling Officer Martin 
that her husband was hiding in Atlanta, 
and was wanted for a diamond robbery in 
Roswell. A search was made for Whatley, 
and he was not found. 

All this while the woman was seen sev- 
eral times walking the streets with the 
baby wrapped in an old shawl, and hardly 
protected from the coid and inclement 
weather, although the child was but a few 
weeks’ old. ; 

Yesterday morning several people report- 
ed to Detective Conn that Mrs. Whatley had 
threatened to desert the babe or get rid of 
it jn some way, and that she would prob- 
ably carry out her designs at night. She 
had told another woman that she intended 
to leave the child on a front doorstep in 
Jnman jiPark. Fearing that the woman

President Miller Announced That Expenses 
Must Be Reduced, 


MATTER REFERRED TO A COMMITTEE 


Andrew M. Loyd Was Elected City 
Chemist—President Miller An- 
nounced His Standing Com- 
mittees for the Ensu- 
ing Year. 


A big cut in the salaries of sanitary em- 
ployees is about to be inaugurated. The 
board of health, in attempting to meet the 
reduced municipal appropriation of this 
year, has about decided that the only 
method of cutting expenses at present 1s by 
1educing salaries. This will be a hard blow 
to the sanitary men, and may result in 
the resignations of one or two inspectors. 

The sanitary department asked the ceun- 
cil at the beginning of the present year 
for $118,000 to run the department until 
January, 1900. Instead of getting this 
amount, council made a big cut in the 
Sanitary ‘appropriation, making it only 
$100,000. This necessitates a reduction some- 
where in the department, and as the work 
is now being done at almost a minimum, 
so it is claimed, it is hard to find a way of 
making the expenses come within the ap- 
propriation. 

At a meeting of the board of health at the 
city hall yesterday afternoon this problem 
was the chief topic of discussion. President 
Miller explained the situation to the mem- 
bers, and stated very positively that the 
department must not spend more than the 
appropriation. He said he would refuse to 
sign any more vouchers unless this condi- 
tion were complied with. It was shown 
that the department spent more money 
during January than the appropriation call- 
ed for, and the board decided yesterday 
afternoon it was high time to call a halt. 

It seemed to be the unanimous opinion 
of the board that a cut in salaries was the 
only remedy. No definite action was taken 
at this session, but the whole matter was 
referred to the finance committee of the 
board, of which Mr. Pope is chairman. 
Secretary Monteith, ef the sanitary de- 
partment, has been instructed to prepare 4 
list of the salaried employees of the de- 
partment, and this committee will meet in 
the next few days. It is probable that two 
or more sessions will be held, and when a 
report is formulated President Miller will 
call a special meeting of the board of health 
to take action thereon. 

Inspectors May Be Reiuced. 

Every indication points to a considerable 
reduction in the salaries of the city in- 
spectors. They now receive $70 a month 
each. Mr, Burton Smith stated yesterday 
afternoon that, while he would like to see 
the inspectors get even more than this, yet 
under the circumstances he thought they 
should be reduced to $60 a month. The 
opinion was expressed that the inspectors 
should get no more than the policemen, 
who draw $0 a month. 

The board of health cannot touch the 
salary of Chief Inspector Lowry, which is 
fixed by council. Secretary Monteith, who 
is one of the most efficient employees the 
city ever had in this capacity, will in all 
probability not be reduced. It is the opin- 
ion of the members of the board that he 
is getting too little now for his services. 
His place would be hard to fill in case he 
should resign. 

It is thought that when a permanent cen- 
tral crematory is established the expenses 
of the department can be considerably re- 
duced. It is the long hauls to the old 
crematory at the dumping grounds that 
have been so severely burdening the de- 
partment with heavy expenses. The new 
Lester crematory is now being tested, but 
it is not known that it will prove a success, 
and consequently no calculation on this 
basis can be made at present. The board 
must make the cut at once, because the de- 
partment is spending more money than it 
ought every day. 

New Chemist Is Elected. 

Mr. Andrew M. Loyd was elected city 
chemist to succeed Professor McCandless. 
The salary will be fixed by the finance com- 
mittee. A secret ballot was taken, and no 
formal nominations were made. Mr. Loya 
will begin his duties at once. 

The successful candidate is a native of 
Auburn, Ala. He is a graduate and post- 
graduate of the Alabama polytechnic in- 
stitute, having taken the degree of master 
of science in 1891. For two years after 
graduating he was chemist at the Soythern 
Bauxite Mining and Manufacturing Com- 
pany, at Piedmont, Ala. Since that time 
he has been associated with the McCandless 
laboratory, of Atlanta, where he has had 
a varied experience in all kinds of analytical 
chemical work. On the list of November, 
1898, Professor McCandless accepted the po- 
sition of state chemist, and Mr. Loyd 
bought out the laboratory, and is now en- 
joying the confidence and patronage of the 
former clients of Professor McCandless. 
Mr. Loyd had strong opposition for the 
place of city chemist in Dr. George F. 
Payne, former state chemist, and Dr. Edgar 
Everhart, late professor of chemistry in 
the University of Texas. Dr. Everhart re- 
ceived two votes, Mr. Loyd three and Dr. 
Payne none. ?

The case of the South Carolina and Geor- 
gia Railroad Company against the Augusta 
Gouthern Railroad Company, in which 
Judge William B. Hornblower, the eminent 


New York jurist, represents the plaintiff, 
will probably be taken up this morning by 


the supreme court. 

The Augusta docket will not be completed 
today and several of the cases appealed 
from that circuit will be deferred until 
Monday morning. The case in which Judge 
Hornblower is interested is one of the 
last on the docket, but at his earnest re- 
quest it will be taken up thig morning 
in all probability. He announced yesterday 
that he would have to be in Richmond, 
Va., next Tuesday morning to argue a 
case in the circuit court. 

An arrangement will be made this morn- 
ing with attorneys in other cases that come 
before the supreme court today to eall the 
case of the South Carolina and Georgia 
Railroad Company against the Augusta 
Southern Railroad Company at once in or- 
der to permit Judge Hornblower to leave 
for Richmond tomorrow. 


A communication was received at the 
capitol yesterday from Governor Stone, of 
Pennsylvania, in which Frederick M. Ieon- 
ard #@ recommended by him to ke commis- 
sioner of deeds for the state of Georgia at 
(Philadelphia. The recommendation of Gov- 
ernor Stone has been accepted and a com- 
‘migsion will be issued today to Mr, Leon- 
ard by Secretary of State Cook. 

Mr. Leonard will be one of a number of 
commissioners of deeds for. this state at 
Philadelphia. The witnessing of papers in 
which the state or citizens of the state 
are interested is a’ matter of importance 
and convenience in the larger cities of the 
country, where there is often need for such 
witnessing. Papers witnessed in this way 
are always recognized as legal as though 
they: were witnessed by a justice of the 
peace in the estate. 


An application has been filed with the 
secretary of state by the Brunswick Sav- 
ings and Trust Company for an semend- 
ment to its charter which was granted 
some years ago by the legislature of the 
state. Being chartered by an act of the 

* general assembly, the Brunswick company 
is not given full banking powers, and ap- 
plication is made for a charter of a differ- 
ent character from the secretary of state. 

A new charter was granted the Bruns- 
wick Savings and Trust Company by the 
secretary of state yesterday afternoon. 


Since the hearty indorsement of the state 
geological department and of the adminis- 
tration of Professor Yeates by the legisla- 
tive investigating committee, the survey 
under his capabla management has 
started to work’ again with renewed vigor. 
During the. coming spring it is the purpose 
of the @epartment to complete its exami- 
wation and report on the gold deposits of 
the state. ‘The examination of the various 
deposits will require a great amount of 
time, and it is the purpose of Professor 
Yeates to devote his attention to those 
parts of the crystalline belt across the 
middle of the state that peye not hitherto 
been reported on. : 

It is the conviction of the head of the 
geological @epartment that in all-or in a 
great majority of counties lying in this 


rich belt gold can be found, if it is not 


| already located. 


The first counties to receive the atten- 
tion of the geologist will be Meriwether 
and Heard, on the western boundary of 
the state, and. Wilkes, Oglethorpe, Elbert 
nd other counties near them on the east- 
ern side of the state. 

The report onthe @eposits of gold in 
these counties will be an extensive one, 
and will require considerable labor to pre- 
pare them properly.

An interesting and altogether unexpected 
find was made in the office of the secretary 
of state yesterday morning. Béhind one of 
the long bookcases which contain the his- 
toric lore of Georgia, lying on’ the floor, 
covered with the dust of several years, 
was discovered the first treaty of peace 
ever made between the state of Georgia 
and the Creek nation. 

The document bears the date of 1783, writ- 
ten in a clear, legible hand, and is a speci- 
men of unique interest to all familiar with 
latter day state documents, The ancient 
treaty has been missed for years, and al- 
though several] searches were made for it 
in former times, the document remained 
lost until picked up from the floor yester- 
day morning. It is supposed thac it fell 
from the top of the bookcase where it 
was laid, and lodged on the floor under- 
neath. 

The treaty with the Creek Indians can 
still be read, although the paper on which 
it is written has now turned a dark brown 
and shows traces of rough handling in 
former days. The document sets forth the 
undying love of the white man for the In- 
dian and particularly the Creek Indian. It 
beguiles the red brother with soft, eroon- 
ing words and calls on him to sign the 
treaty (which incidentally gives the white 
man all the trade in the Indian country), 
and winds up with an invitation to join him 
in a “'pipe.’’ ‘s 

The pipe is lighted, and@ after it goes 
the rounds the white man knows he has 
the red brother where he wants him. The 
treaty is signed by Governor Lyman Hall, 
who also signed another paper on the part 
of the gtate of much greater importance 
seven years before. Then comes the name 
of ‘the Creek chief, which after so many 
years, looks very much like “Mud in the 


Face,”’ and after him the lesser dignitaries | 


on both sides. 

The records show that in a few years 
the treaty, which ha@ been the work of 
the state, was deliberately broken, So the 
record of the earlier Georgians, or of those 
who broke the treaty which took every- 
thing from the Indians, yet was held gsa- 
cred by them, has once more come to light 
to be a lesson to the state should it ever 
enter into the treaty-making buginess 
again, 


Governor Candler continues to receive 
letters from Cuba from officers of the Third 
Georgia asking for promotion to the two 
vacancies soon to be made in the: regi- 
ment. Between fifteen and twenty first 
lieutenants so far have applied? for ap- 
pointments as captains, and a like number 
of second lieutenants are anxious to become 
first lieutenants.

ARGUMENT BEGINS 
IN B. AND L. CASE 


Much Testimony Was Presented te the 
Court Yesterday. 
TO BE CONCLUDED TODAY 


Many Contrary Statements Were Made 
in the Affidavit. 


LAWYERS WRANGLE OVER THE EVIDENCE 


Mr. Peeples Spoke Yesterday—Judge

The hearing of the motion for a receiver 
for the Atlanta National Building and 
Loan Association was continued before 
Judge Lumpkin yesterday. The defendant 
introduced a good deal of evidence to show 
the solvency of the association and the 
motive the plaintiff, Johnston, had in bring- 
ing the application for a receiver. 

A large number of affidavits were read 
to prove the claims of the plaintiff and 
defendant. One of the most important of 
these was to show that a large number 
of the shareholders do not believe that the 
association should have @ receiver. It ex- 
pressed entire confidence in the present 
management, The attarneys for the plain- 
tiff objected to these on the ground that 
a shareholder has no right to express an 
opinion as to the solvency or condition of 


the association. 

Judge Lumpkin held that if the share- 
holders wish to bring this fact out they 
would have to come into the case as in- 
tervenors and be party defendants to the 


litigation. 

Mr. Wimbish, for the defendant, 
nounced that there were about 130 of these 
and that he would file the interventions. 
It is thought that the confidence which 
will be shown by the interventions will 
greatly strengthen the claims of the de- 


fendant, 

Half of yesterday was consumed in intro- 
ducing evidence for the defendant. Affida- 
vits were read@ from officers of puilding 
and loan associations in Atlanta and else- 
where to show the good condition of the 
Atlanta National, Affidavits of the officers 
of the association were read in reply to 
certain allegations Johnston made in his 
petition. One of these matters was the 
Cc. D. Henley case in Alabama. It is said 
by the plaintiff that Henley got behind in 
his dues and that Director Kingsberry of- 
fered to buy the stock of Henley. The 
plaintiff claims that Kingsberry bought the 
stock, which was worth something over 
$7,000, but never paid more than $2,000, 
leaving a balance due of about $4,000 and 
that with this amount unpaid was_allowed 
to withdraw, receiving the full benefits 
therefrom. 

The defendants denied this. The affida- 
vits of J. W. Goldsmith, E. C. Atkins and 
Charles Kingsberry were read, The affi- 
ants said that they were stockholders and 
directors, and that after an investigation 
of the Henley -case they had agreed there 
was no mismanagement. They had let Mr, 
Kingsberry buy the stock and give him 
three years for redemption. , 

It was alleged by Johnston that by the 
change in the by-laws which was made at 
the annual session in January the share- 
holders had been placed at the mercy of 
the directors. The affidavit of E. C. At- 
kins, J. W. Goldsmith, W. W. Draper and 
Charles Kingsberry was introduced to show 
this to be untrue, and it said that no such 
construction as that placed on the by-laws 
by the plaintiff had ever been contemplated 
by the directors. Mr. Peeples objected to 
the affidavit, claiming that it was an opin- 
ion and should not be admitted. Judge 
Dorsey said that the construction placed 
on the by-laws by the plaintiff would not 
be put there by the directors. Mr. Wimbish 
argued in favor of the affidavit, but the 
court: ruled it out. 

In regard to the ease of Oliver I. Jones 
in which it was charged by the plaintiff 
that the agent of the company at Houston, 
Tex., had defalcated, Johnston said it was 
a sign of mismanagement, It was shown 
by the defendants that Jones had paid the 
$700 over to an attorney, one Stewart John- 
son, who, Jones said, was the agent of the 
company. The defense produced a letter 
written by the plaintiff in the case, in 
which he acknowledged that Johnston was 
the agent of the company. The defendants 
claimed that Mr. Johnston, the plaintiff, 
acted on the information furnished him by 
the secretary, Mr. J. W. Goldsmith, and 
asked that the letter from the Texas firm 
be admitted.

Ohio volunteer infantry, and Major Webb 
B, Hayes, First Ohio yolunteer infantry, 
who happened to be at Santiago as aids- 
de-camp. These officers and those of the 
First United States volunteer cavalry, and 
the Second Massachusetts and Thirty-third 
Michigan volunteer infantry regiments, 
were the only volunteer officers to be nomi- 
nated for brevet promotions. 

The board of brevets consists of Brigadier 
General Theodore Schwan, Brigadiér Gen- 
eral H, V. Boynton ana Lieutenant Calo- 
nel William H, Carter.

The Capital City and Fulton Clubs Under 
New Regime, 


WHO THE STEWARDS ARE 


Both Men Are Thoroughly Experienced 


in Club Matters. 


MANY IMPROVEMENTS ARE T@ BE MADE 


Both Clubs Are in a Flourishing Con- 
dition and Prospects Are Bright 
. for the Future. 


—_— 


Both of the loca! clubs, the Capital City 
and the Fulton, have new managers, 

Ten days ago Mr. Harry Hunter, of Bos- 
ton, assumed active management of the 
Capital City Club; and on the first of the 
month Mr. F. A. La Fitte, a well-known 
business man of this city, succeeded Mr. 
Joe Wiley, who has managed the affairs of 
the Fulton Club since jts organization. 

Mr. Hunter, the new steward of the 
Capita! City Club, ts one of the best-known 
club men in the country. He was born in 
London thirty-five years ago, and at the 

immature age of fifteen became associated 
With the celebrated Carlton Club of that 
city. Hig advancement from a minor posi- 
tion wag rapid, and by the time he had at- 
tained his majority he was given a place of 
considerable responsibility. 

Eleven years ago Mr. Hunter came to this 
country and obtained a position with one of 
the New York clubs. In the spring of 189) 
he was offered the stewardship of the Kan- 
sas City Club, one of the most flourishing 
organizations in the west, and accepted it. 
He remained with the Kansas City Club for 
one year, at the expiration of which time 

ig services were sought by the University 
Ciub of that city. Those were the days 
when Kansas City was just recovering from 
the effects of the boom of some years pre- 
vious. Social conditions were rather mix- 
ed, and the University club was organ- 
ized with the avowed intention of making 
it the most exclusive social organization 
west of St. Louis. None but university 
‘men were admitted to membership, and for 
a time the club enjoyed great prosperity. 
During the two years that Mr. Hunter was 
steward the University club became eele- 
brated throughout the entire west. 

In the latter part of 1892, the rivalry be- 
tween the Kansas City and the University 
clubs became go marked that it was only a 
question of time that one of them would 
be compelled to go to the wall, owing to 
the impending financial crisis and other 
causes, Eventually it was decided to con- 
eolidate the two clubs, and Mr. Hunter 
determined to return east. 

In a very few weeks he obtained the 
position of steward of the Puritan Club, 
of Boston, which place he has held up to 
the present time, with the exception of a 
few months during the season of 1898, when 
he had the managment of the Hull Yacht 
Club, one of the most exclusive organiza- 
tions of the kind in the east. The Puritan 
Club is too well known throughout the 
country to require any very extensive com- 
ment, It ig to ‘Boston what the Knicker- 
bocker is to New York. The membership 
is composed exclusively of young men of 
wealth. The fact that Mr. Hunter remained 
with the club for seven years, only re- 
signing when offered the stewardship of 
the Capital City Club, is in itself a guar- 
antee of his fitness for the place he now 
holds. 

To a Constitution reporter yesterday Mr. 
Hunter stated that as yet he had made no 
definite contract with the Capital City 
Club. His remaining in the city, he said, 
hinged on two contingencies—his ability 
to give the house committee satisfaction, 
‘and the question as to whether he liked 
living in the south, The |atter contingen- 
cy, he added, had already been disposed 
of. He was delighted with the cordality 
and aid which had heen shown him. It 
was entirely different from the &reatment 
he had received in Boston, where a person 
in his position was obliged to work out his 
destiny practically without aid from the 
members of the club. 

Asked as to possible changes in the man- 
agement of the club’s affairs, Mr. Hunter 
stated that several were under considera- 
tion, but that thus far only one had been 
inaugurated, This change relates to the 
system of checks and payment. 

Mr. Hunter said that he would remain 
in Atianta for three or four months, and 
that if, at the expiration of that time, 
his services were satisfactory, he would 
doubtless make some definite contract. As 
the members of the house committee are 
very much pleased with Mr. Hunter thus 
far, it ia very probable that he will remain 
in the city. |

The authors of “Rosemary,” which was 
presented at the Grand last night by Skin- 
ner and his company, cal! it a comedy, but 
without the loss of one ounce of blood it 
approaches near enough to tragedy. The 
thread of the plot is thin, you will say, 
when you read it here. It is the story of 
Sir Jasper Thorndyke who loved the be- 
trothed of one less worthy, At that strong 
age of forty, when the true Englishman is 
just beginning to realize his manhood, he 
feels that he can find the way to this dain- 
ty damsel’s heart, yet puts it all aside 
and sends the young couple on their way, 
ingloriouslty happy. Yes, ingloriously happy, 
for you must feel that Dorothy Cruickshank 
was foolish not to have felt that she had 
disturbed the heart-anchorage of Sir Jaa- 
per, and not to have let her love turn to- 
ward that kindly, golden-hearted man. And 
gieater was the pathos of the parting of 
the two. Dorothy, when all have gone save 
Sir Jasper, slips back to the room and 
gives him a bit of rosemary with: ‘That's 
for remembrance, you know.” And it dawn- 
ed then fully upon Sir Jasper that in her 
open hearted innocence Dorothy saw noth- 
ing of—suspected not at all—the chaos she 
had surprised into his heart and the con- 
fusion she had put into a strong, yet ten- 
der mind. 

And it was that that seemed to make the 
pity of i¢ greater. But holding himself back, 
keeping his surging love in check, like a 
true gentleman, clean to the bone, Sir Jas- 
per would let not even a suspicion creep 
into ther youthful mind. She turned to 
face her life of light happiness with a young 
husband, and he, hart-torn, stayed on with 
his bitterness of a disappointment that 
found but little solace in the thought of a 
duty well done, If you did not see the scene 
it cannot be told, but if there had been 
another man in the scene his line would 
have been, as he grasped Sir Jasper's hand:

SHORT RAINFALL FOR JANUARY 


Precipitation Was More Than an Inch 
Behind Average. 


OTHER CONDITIONS ARE NORMAL 


Yesterday Was “Ground Hog Day,” 
but the Animal Weather Prophet 
Could Not See His Shadow.

It is a very hard matter to make some- 
thing to suit every one, and probably the 
hardest thing in this respect is the weather. 
But while the weather may not suit all it 
is one of those things that it is useless 
to kick about and the maker of it will 
continue to manufacture weather without 
consulting any one’s likes and dislikes. But 
it is interesting to study the freaks of the 
weather and keep up with it as well as pos- 
sible by a study of former records, 

For twenty-one years a record of the 
weather has been kept in Atlanta and it is 
interesting to note how the same kind of 
weather prevails at certain times of the 
year. This past January while it seemed an 
unusually bad month was just about what 
all of our Januarys are in Atlanta. 

The mean temperature for the month 
came very near striking the average mean 
temperature for the twenty-one years. The 
average mean tempefature for the month of 
January is forty-three, the average for this 
January just past was 42.2. The highest 
temperature during the past month was 66 
on the 6th of the month and the lowest 
was 23 on the 7th of the month. The lowest 
mean temperature ever recorded in January 
was 36, which occurred in three different 
years—1884, 1886 and 1893. The highest aver- 
age temperature was in 1880, when the aver- 
age for the month of January was &. 

As for the rainfall the average for the 
month of January for twenty-one years is 
5.62. The total precipitation for the month 
just past was 3.69, making a total deficien- 
cy during the month 6f 1.93, 

The prevailing direction of the wind the 
past January was northeast, just as it is 
every January. The records for the past 
month also show the number of clear days 
to be six; partly cloudy days, nine; cloudy 
days, sixteen. So, taken altogether, this 
January was not so bad by comparison 
with all our former Januarys. February 
is also, according to the records, 
a disagreeable month and so far this month 
is holding up to its record, 

While it is not given out as official by the 
weather bureau, it is a well-known fact 
among the old time weather prophets that 
yesterday, the 2d of February, was what is 
called “ground hog day.’ Tradition hag it 
that on the 2d of every February the ground 
hogs come out of their holes. If the sun is 
shining and they can see their: shadows 
they return to their tholes, which is an in- 
dication that we are to have a late spring 
and more very cold weather. If on the other 
hand these animal weather prophets are not 
able to see their shadows they stay out of 
their holes and commence to root hog or 
die, for we are to have an early spring and 
the ground hog wants to do the early bird 
act and get the worm. 

If there is anything in this tradition we 
ought to have a very early spring this year 
for the ground hog dees not exist that 
could have seen its shadow yesterday, even 
with the aid of a field glass, The ground 
hogs may know their business, but as yet 
there are no instruments in the weather 
bureau that indicate what kind of a spring 
we will have and the only assurance that 
we have that we are to have any spring 
at all is gathered from the records of for- 
mer years.

BROWN SYSTEM 
PROVES A SUCCESS 


The Lowisyille & Nashville Has Been 
Tryigg It for Two Years. 


SATISFACTORY TO EMPLOYEES 


It Saves Them Money and the Com- 
pany Skilled Men. 


PROMOTIONS BASED ON THEIR CONDUCT 


Acts of Heroism Noticed in Special 


Bulletins—Suspensions Not Made 
for Small Offenses. 


The Louisville and Nashville has had the 
Brown system of discipiine ir force for two 
years and it has given satisfactory re- 
sults. 

This is a system of marking. Promotion 
depends on a good record, Several] roads 
in the country are working under the same 
Syste}, among them the Southern rail- 


way. 

One of the Louisville and Nashville offl- 
cials, Mr. Phelps, assistant general super- 
intendeni of the main stem division, says 
that so far the system has been an Unb- 
qualified success, being equally satisfactory 
tu the management and to the employees. 
On the one hand the road saves money by 
retuining in its service skillful employees, 
inateaa of laying them off for a mistake 
which is liable to happen at intervals to 
the most careful men, On the other hand, 
the trainmen and other employees in the 
transportation department continue to work 
and receive their wages as if no suspension 
had been recorded against them. Wages 
Were saved to employees amounting to 
more then $5,800, 

As is generally known, the system con- 
sists in disciplining offenders, not by ac- 
tually suspending them, as under the old 
way, but by simply recording their sus- 
pensions on paper, the men continuing at 
their posts ag if nothing had occurred. A 
certain number of paper suspensions has 
the effect of causing the offender to be dis- 
missed from the service. By especially 
meritorious conduct credits are received, 
and an offense may also be wiped out by a 
certain period of perfect conduct. 

On the divisions of the Louisville and 
Nashville road, which the report referred 
to covers, there are the following employees 
at work under the Brown system: Kngi- 
neers, 105; firemen, 105; conductors, 53; 
brakemen, 159; baggagemen, 8; foremen, 30; 
switchmen, 6; yardmasters, 7; operators, 
60; hostlers, 9—total, 604. 

Three employees are credited with acts 
,of heroism, as follows: 

T, J. Douglas, engineer, in charge of a 
first-class passenger train, on discovering 
engine tender truck derailed when running 
at full speed on descending heavy grade, 
and realizing that a sudden stopping was 
likely to slue the truck and ditch the train, 
displayed yare judgment, coolness” and 
bravery in bringing the train to a very 
gradual] stop without further damage. 

John McGovern, switchman, at great per- 
sonal risk, jumped from his engine in front 
of an approaching engine to rescue a Wo. 
man who was on the track and unaware 
of impending danger. He deserves great 
cre@git for this heroic act, which resulted 
in the saving of a life. 

L. R. Burns, switchman, is credited with 
a similar act of bravery in saving the life 
of an aged and deaf woman who had step- 
ped in front of a moving train of cars.

New Orleans, February 3.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s weekly New Urieans cotton exchange 
Statement, issued before the close of busi- 
ness today, shows a decrease in the move- 
ment into sight compared with the seven 
days ending this date last year in round 
figures of 66,000, an increase over the same 
days year before last of %,W0 and an in- 
crease over the same time in 1895 of 31,000. 

For une three days of February the totals 
show a décrease under last year of 36,000, 
an increase over the same period year be- 
fore last of 24,000 and an increase over 
1895 of 10,000. 

For the 156 days of the season that have 
elapsed the aggregate is ahead of the 156 
days of last year 152,000, ahead of the same 
days year before last of 1,760,000 and ahead

DECLINE IN WHEAT 


That Is the Most Remarkable Feature of 
Past Week. 


CORN, COTTON SLIGHTLY OFF 


Strong Market for Cotton Goods Pre- 
vented Cotton from Declining. 
Iron Still Strong. 


New York, February 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomor- 
row: 
“The volume of business in January has 
been far beyond all precedent. Exchanges 
through clearing houses ‘have been 4 per 
cent larger than last year and 59.7 per cent 
larger than in 1892, and while speculation 
in stocks at New York materially increases 
the volume of payments it was larges out- 
side this city by 33.3 per cent than in 1892. 
It is pertinent to note that the remarkable 
expansion in the aggregate of business 
payments comes in spite of a material de- 
cline in prices during the past seven years 
so great that the payments of $82,000,000 
would cover about as much business pay- 
ments of $100,000,000 in 1892. It is not 
strange that European exchanges are dis- 
turbed and alarmed and a rise in sterling, 
even when gold is being shipped this way, 
is one of the interesting features. It is 
commonly ascribed to receuc sales of 
stocks on European account, but it would 
take a million shares at ordinary prices to 
cover one month’s merchanaise balance. 
Europe is not buying enough to cover its 
accumulating excess of merchandise ex- 
ts over imports. 
The most Pemarkadie feature of the 
week has been the decline of oc in wheat

. “The government estimate for the wheat 
crop 675,000,000 bushels, has more influence 
than any other from that source for a 
number of years, because it 15 recognized as 
the result of great efforts to get at the 
truth, and is therefore considered about the 
lowest estimate admissable. 

“A very strong market for cotton goods 
has prevailed and prevents cotton from de- 
Clining. The advance in goods has been 
unusual and has been sustained by heavy 
buying, especially of print cloths and 
kindred products. The prospect is that the 
outgo will place deaiers and manufacturers 
in a stronger position than they have held 
for years with smaller stocks of goods 
unsold. 

“A better tone appears in the woolen 
goods market also with some important 
trades which were opened at a great re- 
duction in prices recently advanced, which 
has stimulated the demand for all goods. 

“The iron industry is advancing prices of 
products rather than of materials. The 
rusin of orders for the future does not cease, 
and the works are generally covered for 
months ahead for shipments for street cars 
and for export.” 

Bradstreet’s Review. 
New York, February 3.—Bradstreet’s to- 


morrow will say: - 

“A quieting down of speculative interes~ 
is noticeable in a number of markets this 
week, without, however, bringing to light 
any important impairment of the underly- 
ing strength of the general business situa- 
tion. The outburst of last week in wheat 
und cotton, in fact, must be regarded as 
furnishing a vent for outside speculative 
interest because these stapies did not sud- 
denly gain in strength from Causes located 
in those trades.

BORDERED ON PANIC 


Outpouring of Stock from Professional 
aud Commission Housts Enormeus. 


BEARS MADE VIGOROUS RAID 


Resulted in Many Stop Orders Being 
Caught—Left Off Strong, with 
Fractional Changes. 


New York, February 3.— Stock values re- 
ceived a Severe test today, the markets at 
one time bordering on tne panicky stage 
through the enormous outpouring of stock 
from professiona] and commission houses 
sources, but the day left off with irregular 
changes of a fraction either way with the 
tone strong. Before the opening it was 
argued that yesterday’s market showed 
that a reaction was under way, but it was 
contended that the forces resisting a de- 
cline in the absence of extremely unfa- 
vorable news would not likely allow prices 
t6 recede very far. The absence of the 
decided tone to the early market was in 
part due to the expression of a prominent 
bull leader that the market had a tired 
look, but the people did not know what to 
do with their money, and if the market 
rested @ week or two 1 per cent money 
would be probable. The market opened 
rather irregular, the grangers showing a 
moderately good tone on St. Paul's increase 
of $161,000 for the fourth week in January. 
The specialties were inclined to sag and 
commission hhouse support was only mod- 
erate. Such strength as there was in the 
market disappeared under professional 
pressure. There was an absence of support 
from large interests and realizing set in, 
which gave the bears encouragement for 
a vigorous demonstration which, after a 
feeble rally, resulted in many stop loss or- 
ders being caught. It was said on the floor 
that heavy selling came from Washington, 
and the rumor gained currency that the 
ratification of the peace treaty was in 
jeopardy.

OFFERINGS PLENTIFUL LATER 


Caused Sagging Market—Weakness of 
Wheat Extended to Other Com- 
modities, Closing Lower. 


Chicago, February 3.—Under pressure of 
heavy liquidation today wheat declined

DECLINE IN WHEAT 


That Is the Most Remarkable Feature of 
Past Week. 


CORN, COTTON SLIGHTLY OFF 


Strong Market for Cotton Goods Pre- 
vented Cotton from Declining. 
Iron Still Strong. 


New York, February 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomor- 
row: 

“The volume of business in January has 
been far beyond all precedent. Exchanges 
through clearing houses ‘have been 44 per 
cent larger than last year and 59.7 per cent 
larger than in 1892, and while speculation 
in stocks at New York materially increases 
the volume of payments it was larges out- 
side this city by 33.3 per cent than in 1892. 
It is pertinent to note that the remarkable 
expansion in the aggregate of business 
payments comes in spite of a material de- 
cline in prices during the past seven years 
SO great that the payments of $82, 000,000 
would cover about as much business pay- 
ments of $100,000,000 in 1892. It is not 
strange that European exchanges are dis- 
turbed and alarmed and a rise in sterling, 
even when gold is being shipped this way, 
is one of the interesting features. It is 
commonly ascribed to receuc sales of 
stocks on European account, but it would 
take a million shares at ordinary prices to 
cover one month’s merchanaise balance. 
Europe is not buying enough to cover ‘its 
accumulating excess of merchandise ex- 
ports over imports. 

“The most remarkable feature of the 
week has been the decline of oc in wheat 
with only 4c in corn ahd only 1l1-léc in 
cotton. 

“The government estimate for the wheat 
crop 675,000,000 bushels, has more influence 
than any other from that source for a 
number of years, because it is recognized as 
the result of great efforts to get at the 
truth, and is therefore considered about the 
lowest estimate admissable. 

‘“‘A very strong market for cotton goods 
has prevailed and prevents cotton from de- 
Clining. The advance in goods has been 
unusual and has been sustained by heavy 
buying, especially of print cloths and 
kindred products. The prospect is that the 
outgo will place deaiers and manufacturers 
in a stronger position than they have held 
for years with smaller stocks of goods 
unsold. 

“A better tone appears in the woolen 
goods market also with some important 
trades which were opened at a great re- 
duction in prices recently advanced, which 
has stimulated the demand for all goods. 

“The iron industry is advancing prices of 
products rather than of materials. The 
rusin of orders for the future does not cease, 
and the works are generally covered for 
months ahead for shipments for street cars 
and for export.” 

Bradstreet’s Review. 
New York, February 3.—Bradstreet’s to- 


morrow will say: 

“A quieting down af speculative interes- 
is noticeable in a number of markets this 
week, without, however, bringing to light 
any important impairment of the underly- 
ing strength of the general business situa- 
tion. The outburst of last week in wheat 
und cotton, in fact, must be regarded as 
furnishing a vent for outside speculative 
interest because these stapies did not sud- 


in those trades. E-ut the activity was real- 
ly «a result of an overflow of speculation 
from the stock market.

acter, atdthe srfallest expense consistent 
with the comforts of a home, also where 
any brafich of knowledge or tndustfry con- 
ducive to the welfare of girls or women 
maybe taught. 
ARTICLE III. 

The officers of the association shall be: 
A president, first and second vice presi- 
dents, a recording secretary, an assistant 
recording secretary, a corresponding sec- 
retary, a treasurer, an auditor and a board 
of ten directors, five of whom, chosen at 
the first meeting, shall hold office two 
years and five one year. After the first 
election, all directors shall hold office two 
years, 

The following standing committees to be 
appointed by the executive committee: 
Eligibility, finance, industrial, house and 
supply, library, printing, entertainment. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The executive committee shall consist 

of the officers and board of directors. 
ARTICLE V. 

There shall be an advisory board of 
twelve men, four-of whom, chosen at the 
first meeting, shall hold office for three 
years, four for two years and four for one 
year. After the first election all members 
of this advisory board shall hold office 
for two years. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The annual meeting shall be held the 
firat Monday in January at 11 o’clock at 
the home. Eleven constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The executive committee shall meet the- 
first and third Mondays in each month at 
10 o’clock. Five constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VIEI. 
.. The organization shall meet the first Mon- 
@ay in the month at 11 o'clock. 

ARTICLE IX: 

The advisory board shall meet with the 
association in its annual meetings. 

ARTICLE X. 
There shall be active and associate mem- 


bers. 
ARTICLE XI. 

The regular dues of active members shall 
be 25 cepts a month, payable in advance or 
at the regular monthly meeting. Any per- 
son may become an associate member 
by paying $5 a year. 

| ARTICLE XII. 

The constitution may be amended at any 
regular meeting by a two-thirds vote of 
those present, provided notice of such 
antendment has been given at a previous 
meeting. Me 

Mrs. King announced that the election 
of a permanent board of officers was in 
order and appointed as a nominating com- 
mittee Mrs. Fannie Fort, Mrs. Hugh In- 
man, Mrs. Miller B. Hutchins, Mrs. A. 
McD. Wilson, with Mrs. W. B. Lowe as 
chairman. ’ 

The nominating committee was in session 
onty a short time and the officers nominated 
were unanimously elected with but few ex- 
ceptions. It would be impossible to secyre 
a more able body of women than those who 
will assume the responsibility of leadership 
in the new organization. 

They were elected at a mass meeting of 
representative women who appreciated that 
only capable women could lead in a move- 
ment that will be among the foremost of 
the city’s noble philanthropies. 

The need of a working woman's home 
has been evidenced in Atlanta for some 
time, the ladies identified with the various 
charities in the city having appreciatec the 
necessity of one for several years. Some

“AND THEN ROBBED 


Was Tolled Into Vacant House by Three 
Negroes. 


POLICE CHASE ONE -ROBBER 


The Soldier Was Lying on the Floor in 
' a Stupor. | j 


THOUGHT HE WAS GIVEN CHLOROFORM 


Officer Covington Fired His Pistol at 
One of the Thieves—Negro In- 
formed on Robbers. 


Three negroes tolled Henry Haney, & 
drunken soldier, into a vacant house on 
Piedmont avenue, near Decatur street, last 
night about 9 o’clock, and after drugging 
him, took his watch and all his money. 

The police heard about the robbery just 
as the robbers were leaving the house and 
one of the thieves was found climbing out 
of a window. There was an exciting chase 
and Officer Covington fired one shot at the 
fleeing highwayman. All the negroes es- 


caped. 

Haney was found lying upon the floor of 
one of the rooms in the house in a dead 
stupor, and was carried to the police bar- 
racks, where he was given medical atten- 


tion and a bed for the night. 

About 9 o’clock last night a negro stopped 
Patrolman Crim, whose beat is on Decatur 
street, near the police barracks, and told 
him that he had heard three negroes plot- 
ting to drug and rob @ soldier and that he 
had seen them carry the soldier into a va- 


cant house. 

Patrolman Crim stopped by at the bar- 
racks and finding the reserve, which had 
just returned from a disturbance at the 
depot, ready to accompany, went with 
them ® the house. Call Officers Cov- 


ington and Beavers were in the squad. 

The front door of the vacant house was 
open, and two of the officers entered the 
place. The other officers started to surround 
the house when a negro leaped from a 
window and dashed across the street. There 
was a chase, Officer Covington taking the 


lead. A crowd of people saw the negro run 
across Decatur street toward the railroad. 
Officer Covington fired one shot into the 
air to frighten the fugitive, but this only 
added to his speed, and turning off into a 
dark alley, the negro made his escape. 

Haney was lying as if dead and did not 
regain consciousness until taken to the bar- 
racks. 

The soldier went into a saloon on Decatur 
street and while drinking displayed a roll 
of bills. The negroes saw him and later 
they were heard making a plot to drug and 
rob the soldier. The negro who made the 
report to Patrolman Crim watched the rob- 
bers and saw them lead the drunken soldier 
into the house. 

It is believed the negroes gave the soldier 
chloroform, as the odor of that drug could 
be detected where the robbery occurred. 


SEIGAL LEAVES THE MAJESTIC. 


Guests Claim That the Fare Was Not 
Entirely Satisfactory Under 
His Regime. 

The Majestic cafe has changed manage- 
ment agfin. 

Early Thursday morning, without any 
previous intimation, so he claims, Mr. F. 
L. Seigal, who has managed the cafe for 
the past few weeks, was informed by 
Mr. Sam Barnett, the manager of the hotel 
property, that he had ntt been giving sat- 
isfaction, and that his lease would expire 
from that day. Mr, Seigal was very much 
surprised, but did not attempt to argue 
the matter. On the advice of his attorney, 
he left the house at once. 

Immediately after his departure, Mr. =< 
Lee Barnes, who had a_ temporary 
lease on the cafe previous to the Seigal 
regime, was called in and assumed charge. 

According to the statements of various 
guests, the fare at the Majestic has not 
been everything to be desired under Mr. 
Seigal’s management. In proof of this 
statement, it is sai@ that when Mr. Seigal 
took dharge there were sixty-five guests 
who regularly took their meals at the cafe. 
At the time of his departure only twenty- 
seven of this number remained. Some, it is 
claimed, left without assigning any rea- 
son; others complained to Mr, Barnett be- 
fore leaving. 

Mr. Seigal claims that if there was any 
dissatisfaction, either expressed or implied, 
he was not made aware of the fact. 

Mr. Sam Barnett was seen by a Constitu- 
tion reporter, but refused to discuss the 
matter. 

“I'll have to ask you to excuse me from 
discussing the matter,’’ said he. “Alt I 
have to say is that there was no friction 
between Mr. Seigal and myself. There is 
one matter, however, which I wish to make 
plain. I am not, as has been frequently 
Stated, the manager of the Majestic hotel. 
I am simply the manager of the property. 
Some days ago the owners of the hotel 
formed a stock company, which is called 
the Majestic Hote] Company. I am presi- 
dent of this company.” 

Mr, T. Lee Barnes, the new manager of 
the cafe, was also seen. He stated that 
he knew nothing of the causes which led 
up to Mr. Seigai’s leaving. The first inti- 
mation he had of the fact was when he 
was called in to resume management. 

Mr. Seigal’s friends express considerable 
surprise at his dismissal. He was connect-

PLANTERS’ CONGRESS POSTPONED 


Cotton Men Will Not Have Their Con- 
vention This Month. 

New Orleans, February 3.—The committee 
having in charge the arrangement for 
handling the convention of cotton planters 
and representatives of the allied interests 
in their trade have finally decided to post- 
pone the calling of the convention to an 
indefinite date. The fear is entertained lest 
the interval between now and the 16th of 
February, the date originally set for the 
convention, is too brief to permit of bring- 
ing a large and representative attend- 
ance to New Orleans for the occasion. 

Owing to the fact that the planters 
throughout the cotton growing country are 
even now engaged in the duty of preparing 
ground for the coming crop, it is deemed 
inadvisable to fix any time for holding such 
a congress. 

The cotton planters are, the committee 
says, in very bad financial order and the 
encumbrance on them at this season of 
thé year renders it impossible for them to 
assemble. 


UNDER THE WHEELS 


W. H. Harrison Was Killed Last Night 
Near East Poiat. 


WAS WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


The Deceased Lived Near Hapeville for 
More Than Twenty Years, | 


Coroner Could Not Hold the Inquest 
Last Night Because Parts of the 
Body Were Missing. 


W. H. Harrison, a farmer who has re 
sided near East Point for more than twenty 
years, was killed and his body horribly 
mangled last night about 7:30 o’clock a 
short distance this side of the East Point 
depot. It is not known whether he was 
killed by the incoming passenger of the At- 
lanta and West Point, or the incoming 
freight of the Central railroad. The engin- 
eer of the latter train saw the body of Har- 
rison lying on the track, and stopped -his 
train as soon as possible, but not before 
several cars had passed over the body. 

The engineer stated that when he and the 
train’s crew reached the body it was cold, 
which inclines many to the opinion that 
he met death under the wheels of the At- 
lanta and West Point passenger. The body 
was in a terrible state of mutilation when 
found. Both arms and both feet were sever- 
ed and the head of the unfortunate man 
was split half in two. Pieces of his skull 
and clots of blood were scattered for al- 
most 100 yards along the track, showing the 
body had been dragged that distance. 

Coroner Stamps visited the scene of the 
accident with a representative of Hilburn 
& Bowden, undertakers, of this city, with 
the intention of holding an inquest last 
night, but the search for the remains was 
still in progress. Many portions of the 
body were missing and Coroner Stamps 
gave directions for the removal of the re- 
mains to a nearby house, and then went to 
East Point. The inquest will be conducted 
this morning, and an effort will be made to 
ascertain which train killed the man. 

In one of the pockets of Harrison’s trous- 
ers was found $12.6 in silver, and in his 
vest pocket was found a $10 gold piece and 
several small coins. The money in his vest 
pocket was flattened, the gold plece being 
mashed to the size of a half dollar, show- 
ing that it ‘had been run over. The discov- 
ery of this money goes to show that Harri- 
son was not robbed and murdered. 

Harrison was a truck farmer. He had a 
gcod rputation in his community. He is sur- 


vived by his wife. one son and one daugh- 
ter, who are prostrated over the horrible 


death. Harrison was between fifty-five and 
sixty years of age, but had the appearance 
of being much younger and was mucular 
and hearty. 

It is said he was killed while in an intox- 
icated condition. Yesterday afternoon he 
went to East Point and was last seen in 
that town at* the store of Thompson Broth- 
ers, where he purchased several articles. It 
was noticed, it is said, that he was appa- 
rently intoxicated, and when it was seen 
that he was going home by way of the 
railroad track he was advised to keep to 
the wagon road. This he refused to do and 
several moments later Charles E. Gause, a 
clerk In the store of Thompson Brothers, 
sent a porter to keep him off the track. 

Harrison was angry because he was be- 
ing watched and fought the porter. The 
latter disliked to engage in a fight with 
Harrison and returned to the store. When 
Mr. Gause learned that the man refused to 
leave the track he sent another man to 
escort him home and the latter succeeded 
in getting Harrison off the track. Harrison 
promised that he would not get on the 
railroad again. 

The man sent by Mr. Gause then returned 
to East Point and nothing more was 
thought of Harrison until the news arrived 
about 8 o’clock that he had been killed. The 
passenger train on the Atlanta and West 
Point passes East Point about 7:45 o’clock 
and the freight train of the Central about 
fifteen minutes later. It was by one of 
these that Harrison was killed.

HORRIBLY MANGLED 


INQUEST TO BE WELD THIS MORNING 


POLICE RESERYE.- 
WAS ORDERED OUT 


Drunken Soldiers Create Disturbance at 
Union Depot. 


PISTOLS FIRED FROM COACHES 


Discharged Members of Fifth Infantry 
Were Leaving for Their Homes. | 


ONE SOLDIER LOCKED UP AT BARRACKS 


The Police Put a Quietus on the Dis- 
order—Soldiers Left Yelling and 
Waving Flags. 


The police reserve was called out last 
night to restore order at the union depot, a 
number of white soldiers, who were leaving 
on a Western and Atlantic train, having 
become noisy and turbulent.* Some of the 
soldiers fired their pistols near the Broad 
street bridge, and it was thought for a 
while there would be serious trouble. The 
soldiers were drinking. 

About 8 o’clock a telephone message Was 
sent to the police barracks stating that 
extra police were wanted at once at the 
depot, and Sergeant Braselton, who was 
the officer in charge, ordered out the re- 
serve. When the police arrived the Bol- 
diers had quietea@ down some. 

Before the police arrived, it is said, the 
soldiers were very demonstrative and many 
of them were displaying their pistols and 
making ugly threats. It was on a subur- 
ban train arriving in the city from Fort 
McPherson that the soldiers fired their 
pistols. 

About one hundred members of the Fifth 
infantry received their discharge papers 
at Fort McPherson yesterday morning, and 
after they were paid off they started for 
their homes in the north and west. 

Last evening they were given three spe- 
cial coaches on a Western and Atlantic 
train, which pulled out about 8:30 o’clock.

“There will also come up in tthe los mn 
bilities the claim of the Continental oo 
surance Company, under an excess reingur- 
ance policy, for loss by the Home Life fire 
President Armstrong contends that it cov- 
ers only for policies in force when it was 
written and not upon risks thereafter as- 
sumed by the Continental. One of the 
Continental’s lines on the Home Life build- 
ing was written after the excess reinsur- 
ance policy, and the less on that particular 
policy is about $11,000. It is not included 
in the Manhattan’s loss liabilities, accord- 
ing to its statement, from which the lia- 

bilities above stated are quoted.”
